Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Healtli  for  the  United 
Sanitary  Districts  of  East  Berks. 

The  Report  is  compiled  in  a manner  similar  to  preceding 
reports  and  contains  a comprehensive  summary  of  all  matters 
relating  to  Public  Healtli  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
district  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1913. 


It  is  to  be  regretted  that  a report  such  as  this  appears  at  a 
date  so  long  after  the  period  to  which  it  relates,  but  the  collection 
and  arranging  of  such  a large  mass  of  statistical  matter  involves 
many  weeks  of  labour.  Further,  this  additional  work  has  toi  be 
done  at  a perioid  of  the  year  when  other  activities  are  at  their 


maximum,  so  that,  unless  one  has  competent  assistance  for  the 
purely  clerical  work,  which  bulks  sO'  largely  in  its  compilation, 
delay  in  publication  is  inevitable. 

The  records  contained  in  the  succeeding  pages  show  satisfactory 
progress  towards  improvement  of  the  public  welfare,  particularly 
in  respect  to  diminution  of  infectious  disease,  institution  and  exten- 
sion of  sewering  and  scavengiing  systems  and  improvement  of 
housing  conditions  and  water  supplies. 

I gratefully  acknowledge  the  valuable  services  rendered  by 
the  Inspectors  of  Nuisances  in  the  constituent  districts  and  the 
courtesy  and  attention  with  which  my  various  reports  and  recom- 
mendations have  been  received  by  the  District  Councils.

CONSTiTUTION  OF  UNITED  DISTRICT. 

By  an  Order  dated  19ili  November,  1910,  tlie  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  in  pursuance  oi  Section  286  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  directed  that  the  Districts,  viz.  : — Maidenhead  Urban, 
Cookham,  Easthampstead  and  Windsor  Rural,  shall  be  united  for 
the  purpo'se  of  appointing  a Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  with 
respect  to  matters  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  require 
regulation  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Section  286  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875. 

The  Order  further  provides  that  a Joint  Committee  shall  be 
formed  of  representatives  of  the  constituent  District  Councils  of  the 
districts  concerned,  which  Committee  shall  consist  of  eight  members 
chosen  from  among  the  members  of  the  District  Councils — two 
from  each.  This  Committee  is  given  power  under  tlie  Order  to 
appoint  a Medical  Officer  of  Plealth  and  a Clerk  : the  salaries  of 
these  officials,  and  such  expenses  as  the  Joint  Committee  may 
allow,  being  paid  by  the  District  Councils  in  proportion  to  the 
rateable  value  of  the  districts  represented. 

AREA  AND  RATES. 

The  area  of  the  United  District  thus  constituted  extends  to 
67,526  acres,  including  about  700  acres  covered  by  water. 

The  rateable  value  of  lands  and  buildings  during  1913 
amounted  to  £412,061,  of  which  £395,778  is  assessable. 

A rate  of  Id.  in  the  £ is  estimated  to  yield  approximately 

£1,646. 

A paragraph  in  each  section  of  this  report  deals  with  the  rates 
made  during  1913  in  the  constituent  districts.

POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  whole  district,  as  enumerated  at  the 
Census  of  1911,  was  60,448,  made  up  as  follows  : — Males  : 
29,318  ; Females  : 31,130,  and  the  number  of  separate  families 
or  occupiers  amounted  to  13,124,  an  average  of  4-6  persons  per 
family.  The  increase  since  the  previous  Census  of  1901  is  6,863 
persons. 

For  statistical  purposes  the  population  is  estimated  tO'  the 
middle  of  each  year  on  the  assumption  that  the  annual  increase  is 
at  the  same  rate  as  during  the  previous  inter-censal  period. 

On  this  basis  the  total  population  of  the  United  District 
estimated  to  the  middle  of  1913  is  62,048,  an  increase  of  717  on 
the  corresponding  estimate  for  1912.  Part  of  this  estimated  in- 
crease is  made  up  of  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  viz.  , 431, 
while  the  remainder  may  be  taken  as  the  excess  of  immigrants  over 
emigrants. 

HOUSING. 

Fiousing  conditions  vary  considerably  in  the  different  districts. 
In  Maidenhead  and  the  larger  villages  in  the  Rural  Districts  there 
is  not  a great  difficulty  in  finding  housing  accommodation  providing 
the  persons  seeking  it  can  pay  sufficient  rent.  As  a rule  the  rent 
of  a modern  dwelling-house  with  three  bedrooms  runs  to  6/6  or  7/6 
weekly  inclusive  of  rates.  Houses  with  only  two  bedrooms  run 
from  4/6  upwards.  A few  old  dwellings  giving  the  same  accom- 
modation may  be  had  at  1/-  or  1/6  per  week  less  than  the  rents 
mentioned  above,  but  many  of  these  are  hardly  fit  for  habitation 
until  they  are  thoroughly  cleansed  and  repaired.  When  this  is 
done,  the  rents  are  increased  in  proportion. 

In  the  purely  rural  parts,  cottages  are  very  scarce,  but  the 
demand  for  them  is  less  than  in  the  town  and  villages,  since  there 
is  a distinct  tendency  for  the  rural  population  to  gravitate  towards 
the  more  populous  centres. 

The  crux  of  the  whole  question  seems  to  be  that  a modern 
dwelling-house  constructed  of  bricks  and  mortar  in  the  ordinary 
way  with  suitable  sleeping  accommodation  for  a family  cannot  be 
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built  to  let  at  a rent  within  the  means  ol  the  labouring  classes. 
The  various  economies  which  have  been  tried  with  a view  to 
lessening  the  total  cost  of  these  dwelling's  result  mostly  in  reducing 
the  size  of  the  rooms  so  that  the  price  per  cubic  foot  remains  much 
the  same  as  before. 

For  a fiamily  of  the  labouring  class,  the  minimum  requirements 
are,  briefly,  one  large  living  room,  a small  scullery  with  a sink 
only  (no  washing  copper  indoors),  a suitable  place  for  the  storage 
of  food  (not  merely  a hole  under  the  stairs),  and  not  less  than 
three  bedrooms,  none  of  which  should  be  less  than  10  feet  wide. 
Outside  there  should  be  a paved  space  at  the  back  door,  wash- 
house with  copper,  closet  and  wood  shed,  and,  unless  the  house  is 
drained  to  a sewer,  a garden  of  not  less  than  one-eighth  of  an  acre 
in  extent. 

With  the  present  cost  of  land,  building  materials  and  labour, 
it  does  not  seem  possible  to  erect  such  a dwelling  to  let  at  an 
inclusive  rent  of  5/-  or  less  per  week  and  still  give  a return  for 
the  capital  invested  which  is  comparable  tO'  that  which  would  be 
obtained  from  any  other  investment. 

Until  this  condition  is  fulfilled,  it  is  not  likely  that  private 
enterprise  will  step  in  to  supply  the  deficiency,  so  that  the  burden 
of  providing  suitable  housing  accommodiation  for  the  labouring 
classes  must  ultimately  rest  on  broader  shoulders  than  those  of  the 
private  individual. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  whole  district  during 
1913  was  1,135.  After  making  corrections  for  births  transferable 
outwards  or  inwards  this  number  is  reduced  to  1,128,  which  gives 
a Net  Birt  hRate  oJ  18' 18.  The  rate  in  various  districts 
may  be  compared  thus. —

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It  is  interesting  to  note  how  the  birth  rate  has  fallen  suddenly 
in  all  four  districts,  thus  up  to  1910  all  the  districts  had  a birth 
rate  of  20  or  over,  but  in  that  year  Eiasthampstead  dropped  toi 
17' 06,  and  has  remained  about  that  figure  ever  since.  In  1912 
Cookham  and  Windsor  dropped  to  about  17,  and  neither  have  risen 
to  the  former  figure  of  20  or  over.  Similarly,  in  the  past  year 
Maidenhead  now  has  dropped  from  the  “ 20’s  ” to  18' 15. 

DEATHS. 

The  gross  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  the  whole  district 
in  1913,  was  689,  of  which  164  occurred  in  institutions  for  the 
reception  of  the  sick.  After  making  correction  for  residents  dying 
outside  the  district  and  non-residents  dying  within  the  district  the 
net  number  of  deaths  attributable  to  East  Berks  becomes  697, 
which  gives  a Net  Death  Rate  of  11*23  per  thousand  of 
estimated  population. 

To  make  death  rates  of  different  localities  strictly  comparable, 
a further  correction  has  to  be  made  on  account  of  the  age  and  sex 
constitution  of  the  population  (see  Report  for  1912,  page  11). 
This  correction  is  made  by  multiplying  the  net  death  rate  by  a 
factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General.  The  following  table- 
shows  the  various  rates  in  each  of  the  constituent  districts,  together 
with  the  corrections  mentioned  above.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  death  rate  among  infants  under  one  year  of  age  has  been 
some\Vliat  heavier  than  in  previous  years,  there  being  97  deaths  in 
this  group.  Premature  Birth,  Weakness  at  Birth,  and  Malform- 
ations account  for  more  than  one-third  of  these  deaths,  while 
Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Pneumonia,  and  Bronchitis  make  up 
nearly  anotiier  third.  Diarrhoeal  diseases  were  the  cause  of  death 
in  ten  out  of  the  97  cases. 

The  death-rate  among  illegitimate  infants  was  comparatively 
low,  being  3 out  of  51  born. 

UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS. 

There  were  ten  instances  in  which  the  cause  of  death  was  not 
certified  by  a medical  practitioner  or  by  a Coroner  after  inquest  ; 
the  corresponding  number  for  1912  was  11,  and  for  1911,  26. 

There  were  40  inquests  held  in  respiect  of  deaths  of  residents 
exclusive  of  those  held  on  inmates  of  Broadmoor  Asylum. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

REGISTERED  70  YEARS  AGO  IN  EASTHAMPSTEAD 

RURAL  DISTRICT. 

In  1837,  registration  of  causes  of  death  first  became  compulsory 
in  this  country.  Previous  to  that  date  “ Bills  of  Mortality  ” were 
published  periodically  in  most  of  the  larger  towns,  but  as  these 
rarely,  if  ever,  contained'  a full  list  of  all  the  deaths  which  occurred, 
they  were  not  of  much  value  for  statistical  purposes. 

The  old  registers  of  causes  of  death  are  full  of  interest. 
Apart  from  the  quaintness  of  many  of  the  entries  and  the  strange- 
ness of  the  rLomenclature  in  others  they  afford  interesting  material 
for  comparison  with  modern  statistics.  With  this  object  in  view 
697  consecutive  entries,  from  1837  to  1860,  in  the  old  registers 
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for  tlie  Bracknell  and'  Sandliurst  d'istricts  have  been  taken  and 
classified  as  nearly  as  possible  in  the  same  way  as  in  Table  HI. 
of  the  Local  Government  Board.  (For  Table  see  page  19).  The 
number  697  v/as  chosen  so  as  to  correspond  with  the  net  number 
of  deaths  in  the  East  Berks  United  Sanitary  District  for  1913, 
and  so  render  the  various  columns  and  totals  easy  of  comparison. 
Comparative  death  rates  from  the  various  diseases  could  not  be 
made  as  the  population  at  that  time  cannot  be  ascertained. 


The  first  notable  feature  about  the  table  is  the  large  number 
of  deaths  (125)  attributed  to  “ fevers  ” and  infectious  diseases 
generally.  Among  these  may  be  noted  a total  of  22  deaths  from 
causes  which  are  now  exceedingly  rare,  viz..  Small-pox,  “ Lock- 
jaw,” Hydrophobia,  and  Typhus  Fever.  On  the  other  hand  there 
are  15  deaths  from  ” fevers  ” which  are  now  difficult  to  identify, 
the  names  not  being  specihc,  for  example  Brain  Fever,”  which 
would  now  probably  be  diagnosed  as  Meningitis,  “Continued  fever,” 
“Gastric  Fever,”  Nervous  Fever,”  and  a few  which  were  simply 
labelled  “ fever.” 

'"Among  all  these  fevers  one  cannot  but  note  the  entire  absence 
of  Typhoid  or  Enteric  Fever.  This  term,  however,  was  not  in 
use  at  the  period  under  review,  so  that  deaths  from  this  cause — 
and  no  doubt  there  were  some — are  probably  included  under  the 
title,  “Gastric  Fever,”  Nervous  Fever,”  “Continued  Fever,”  or 
Simply  rever. 

The  same  remark  applies  to  Diphtheria,  but  the  expression 
“ Putrid  sore  throat  ” is  quite  as  descriptive  as  its  modern  Greek 
name  (diphthera — a skin  stripped  off).  In  this  group  “Quinsy”  and 
“ Croup  ” have  also  been  included,  as  it  appears  from  collateral 
evidence  that  they  were  of  an  infectious  as  well  as  of  a fatal 
nature  in  certain  cases.  A'  case  of  Cynanche  trachealis  and  one  of 
Cynanche  spasmodioa — strange  names  now-a-days — are  likewise  in- 
cluded in  the  Diphtheria  group,  sO'  that  the  total  deaths  from  this 
cause  reaches  16. 


Scarlet  Fever  is  easily  first  among  the  fevers  with  26  deaths, 
mostly  between  the  ages  of  2 (arid  15,  but  there  is  also  one  recoirdcid 
at  62  years,  and  even  one  at  82  years  ! In  1913  there  was  only 
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one  deatli  fno'm  eack  ol  these  two  diseases.  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  do'  not  seem  to  have  been  any  more  fatal  then  than  now,  in 
fact,  5 and  16  deaths  compare  favourably  with  17  and  10  respec- 
tively, which  was  the  death  toll  of  these  two  diseases  in  1913  ; 
in  both  periods  the  deaths  were  mostly  of  children  under  five  years 
of 


age. 


Erysipelas  accounted  for  only  one  death  out  of  the  697,  while 
Influenza,  which  is  commonly  supposed  to  be  quite  a modern  ail- 
ment, was  responsible  for  four  deaths,  the  1913  figures  being  1 
and  12  respectively. 

Before  leaving  the  infectious  diseases  it  may  be  noted  that 
“ Consumption  ” and  “ Decline,”  which  would  now  mostly  come 
under  the  heading  “ Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,”  were  the  certified 
causes  of  92  deaths,  moistly  between  the  ages  of  15  and  45,  while 
Scrofula, — a disease  which  is  seldom  heard  of  by  that  name 
now-a-days,  was  fatal  in  four  cases.  The  modern  figures  show  a 
very  considerable  improvement  in  regard  to  ” Consumption,”  for 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  accounted  for  48  deaths  in  East  Berks, 
practically  half  of  the  number  “ 70  years  ago.”  On  the  other  hand 
there  were  16  deaths  from  “other  forms  of  tuberculosis,”  which 
cannot  be  strictly  compared  with  the  4 deaths  from  Scrofula,  for., 
such  forms  of  the  disease  as  tuberculosis  of  the  meninges,  pleura, 
peritoneum,  or  abdominal  glands  would  probably  be  set  down  as 
“Water  on  the  Brain  o)r  the  Chest,”  or  “Dropsy”  in  the  old  days. 

“Cancer”  and  “Tumour”  together  make  a total  of  only  9 
deaths  as  compared  with  68  in  the  1913  table,  but  in  all  likelihood 
many  deaths  which  were  then  attributed  to  less  defined  causes 
would,  in  modern  practice,  with  more  exact  diagnosis,  be  set  down 
to  Cancer.  For  example,  such  vague  causes  of  death  as  “disease 
of  the  Stomach,”  “ Gastralgia,”  “ Obstruction  of  passage  to 
Stomach,”  or  even  “ Constipatioin  ” (sic.)  might  quite  well  be 
symptomatic  of  Cancer.  In  contrast  to  this,  there  is  one  case  where 
the  diagnosis  is  definitely  and  succintly  given  as  “ Malignant  disease 
of  the  Stomach  and  Pancreas,”  a diagnosis  as  full  and  complete 
as  if  given  by  a professor  of  Pathology  after  a post  mortem 
examination. 
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The  next  group  of  diseases  were  classified  according  to  the 
organ  affected,  that  being  the  only  possible  method.  Thus  under 
“ Affections  of  the  Brain,”  are  included  “ Water  on  the  Brain,” 
Congestion  of  the  Brain,”  and  similar  terms,  but  not  ” Brain 
Fever,”  (7  deaths)  or  ” Meningitis  ” (2  deaths).  There  is  no 
group  in  the  modern  tables  which  can  be  strictly  compared  with 
this.  i ' ' 

In  the  same  way  ” Affections  of  the  Lungs  ” include  the 
various  forms  of  Pneumonia  (broncho-,  ipleuro-,  congestive,  etc.) 
Bronchitis,  Inflammation  of  the  Lung's,  Water  on  the  Chest,  and  so 
on.  Asthma,  from  which  there  were  12  deaths,  is  not  included 
under  this  heading,  unless  ” Bronchitis  ” was  given  as  well. 
Asthma,  pure  and  simple,  is  so  seldom  fatal  in  itself  that  it  is 
difficult  to  understand  why  deaths  were  attributed  to  this  cause, 
“Affections  of  the  Liver  ” include  “ Induration  of  the  Liver,” 
“ Cirrhosis  of  the  Liver,”  “Enlargement  of  the  Liver,”  “Cirrhosis 
Hydrops,”  “ Organic  disease  of  the  Liver  ” — in  one  case  of  the 
latter,  the  suggestive  note  “ excessive  intemperance  ” was  added' — ■ 
and  all  other  causes  of  death  in  which  the  liver  was  specially 
mentioned. 

“ Dropsy  ” was  evidently  regarded  then  as  a definite  disease 
and  not  a symptom  jnerely,  for,  with  one  exception,  (Cirrhosis 
Hydrops)  there  is  nothing  in  the  25  deaths  attributed  to  this  cause 
to  indicate  whether  the  Dropsy  was  due  to  failure  of  the  heart, 
liver  or  kidneys  toi  execute  their  proper  functions,  or  to  peritonitis, 
or  to'  the  presence  of  malignant  disease  in  the  abdomen,  or  to  any 
of  the  other  numerous  causes  of  “Dropsy.”  Curiously  enough, 
out  of  the  697  deaths  not  one  is  attributed  to  disease  of  the 


s. 


Apoplexy  and  “ Palsy,”  or  Paralysis  accounted  for  29  deaths, 
all  but  one  being  well  lover  middle  age,  and  “ Atrophy  ” or 
“ Debility,”  without  any  elucidation  of  the  cause  of  the  “ wasting  ” 
or  ‘ weakness”  accounted  for  27  deaths  at  the  two  extremes  of  life, 
infancy  and  old  lage.  In  the  modern  table  the  corresponding' 
number  is  just  half  (14)  and  refers  to  infants  under  one  year  only. 

Among  the  causes  of  death  peculiar  to  infants,  “ Premature 
Birth  does  not  seem  to  have  caused  so  many  deaths  then  as  it

does  now  (8  as  agialnst  15),  but  “ Fits,”  ” Convulsions,”  and 
“Teetning”  make  up  for  any  deficiency  in  that  respect,  for  there 
are  no  fewer  than  63  deaths  from  these  causes,  45  being  of  infants 
under  1 year,  while  in  the  Table  for  1913  there  are  no  deaths  from 
these  causes. 

Old  Age,  also  described  as  “ Senility,”  and  ” Senile 
Decay,”  was  evidently  the  most  fatal  disease  in  those  days,  for 
more  deaths  are  included'  in  this  group  than  any  of  the  others. 
From  a survey  of  the  ages  at  death  as  given  in  the  registers,  it 
seems  that  if  a person  passed  the  allotted  span  of  three  score  years 
and  ten,  that  alone  was  sufficient  reason  for  death,  and  no  further 
trouble  seemed  toi  be  taken  to  find  out  a more  immediate  cause. 
At  all  events,  no  less  tlian  108  ipersons  of  70  or  upwards  were 
stated  to  have  died  from  sheer  weight  of  years,  among'  them  being

younger  members  of  this  group  seem  to  have  suffered  from  any 
particular  disease.  ’ ’ 

Under  the  heading  “ Other  defined  causes  ” are  included  such 
entries  as  cannot  be  classed  under  the  more  particular  headings, 
such,  for  example,  as  ” Ulcer,”  “ Abscess,”  “Burst  blood-vessel,” 
“ Gangrene,”  Purpura  Flaemorrhagica  (one  case),  “Otitis,”  “Com- 
bustura,”  “Worms,”  “Epilepsy,”  and  a few  others. 

There  still  remains  a residlue  of  some  20  cases  which  defy 
classification.  In  three  instances  the  cause  of  death  was  candidly 
entered  in  the  registers  as  “ Unknown.”  Several  others  are 
Coroners’  verdicts,  “ found  dead,”  “ Visitation  of  God,”  etc.,  and 
some  simply  mention  a symptom  which  may  be  caused  by  many 
different  diseases,  e.^.,  “ Spasm,”  “ Haemorrhagle,’  ‘ Exhaustion,’ 
without  giving'  any  clue  as  to  what  part  of  the  body  was  affected, 
or  the  nature  of  tbe  disease. 

There  were  23  inquests  recorded  and'  10  entrieis  marked  “ not 
certified,”  the  latter  number  being  the  same  as  the  non-certified 
deaths  in  East  Berks  for  1913,  but  on  the  other  hand  there  were 
more  than  twice  as  many  inquests,  viz.,  56  at  the  latter  period. 
In  a third  of  die  cases  the  verdict  was  “ Visitation  of  God,”  but 
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no  reason  was  assigned'  as  to  wliy  this  should  proye  fatal,  except 
in  one  instance  wliere  the  entry  reads  “ Visitation  of  God — ^ 
accelerated  by  exposure  to  cold  ” ! In  three  cases  the  jury 
returned  “ Accidental  Death,”  without  specifying  the  nature  of  the 
accident,  hut  in  seven  cases  this  information  was  given.  Some  of 
these  were  both  quaint  and  elaborate,  for  example,  ” Killed  by  a 
hick  from  his  horse,”  ” Killed  by  the  shaft  of  a cart,”  “vSiiffocated' 
in  a hog  tub,”  and  “Accidentally  suffocated  by  Carbonic  acid 
arising  from  combustion  of  coal  in  a close  and  small  bed-room. 
Two  Vv^ere  suicides,  and  the  three  other  verdicts  were  “Convulsions,  ’ 
“ Rupture  of  a blood  vessel,”  and  “ Found  dead.” 


[ Among  the  entries  taken  for  classification  there  are  to  be 
found  several  instances  of  deaths  from  the  same  infectious  disease 
in  the  same  family,  which  clearly  shows  that  isoilatioii  was  noti 
understood  or  practised  as  it  is  now-a-days. 

For  example,  of  those  dying  from  Scarlet  Fever  there  are 
entries  s'howing  that  twoi  sisters  died  two  days  apart,  rn  one  family ; 
two  sisters  died  four  days  apart  in  another,  and  in  a third,  three 
memxbers  died  within  a short  time  of  each  other. 


Again,  among  tlie  deaths  from  Typhus  Fever  there  are  two 
brothers  aged  3 years  and  7 years  wliO'  died  within  five  days  of 
each  other,  and  from  “Quinsey”  (sic.)  there  is  an  instance  of  two 
sisters  and  a brother  all  dying  within  five  days.  Almost  certain 
such  an  illness  would  be  proved  now-a-days  to  be  Diphtheria. 

Only  one  entry  could  be  identified  as  that  of  an  illegitimate 
child  who  died  of  “ Convulsions  ” — ^’but  there  could  be  no  doubt  as 
to  the  illegitimacy  for  the  old  Registrar  had  filled  in  the  appropriate 
column  v/ith  the  (word's  “ father  unknown.”  TwO'  other  quaint 
entries  may  be  mentioned,  that  of  a Widow  aged  twenty,  who 
died  of  Consumption,  and  a Lieutenant-General — a Knight  Com- 
mander of  the  Bath — who  is  stated  to  have  died  of  “Nervous 
Fever  ” ! ' ' ! i j i : I 'Mil 

In  conclusion,  a brief  reference  must  be  made  to  the  com- 
parison of  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  various  age-groups. 
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Among  infants  juip  tO'  two  years  of  age  the  proportion  of 
d'eaths  was  not  Inluch  heavier  then  than  in  recent  times.  Assuming 
that  the  birth-rate  was  higher  then  than  now^ — as  it  undoubtedly 
was — the  infantile  mortality  figure  would  probably  compare  very 
favourably  with  the  modern  one.  It  is  in  the  next  three  age  groups 
embracing  those  agiod  from  2 years  to  25  years  that  there  appears 
to  be  the  greatest  saving  of  life,  in  fact,  the  figures  of  1913  are 
rather  less  than  half  those  of  about  70  years  ago,  and  a glance  at 
the  table  will  show  that  this  saving  of  life  is  chiefly  due  to  ai 
'diminution  in  the  deaths  from  infectious  diseases-^- particularly 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  Consumption.  After  middle  age 
(45  years)  there  is  not  much  to  choose  between  the  two^  sets  of 
figures  until  the  last  column  is  reached  (aged  persons,  65  years 
and  over)  which  shows  that  now-a-days  one-third  more  attain  a 
ripe  old  age  before  departing  this  life  than  was  the  case  ' 70 
years  ago.”

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.  ' 

Witli  tlie  exception  of  Eastfiampsteacl  Rural  District  there  is 
a very  satisfactory  climinution  of  the  numhers  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease.  In  Eastiiiampstead  there  is  a large  increase  in  the  number 
of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  owing  to  an  outbreak  of  a mild  type  of  the 
disease  in  tlie  autumn  of  1913. 

As  will  be  seen  from  Table  If.  in  the  Appendix  a good 
proportion  of  the  notified  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  removed 
to  hospital,  and  cases  in  any  part  of  the  East  Berks  District  can 
now  be  taken  into  Maidenhead  Isolation  Hospital  without  delay.

PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

In  the  sections  dealing  with  each  constituent  district  a brief 
account  is  given  of  the  means  adiopted  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infectious  disease.  The  chief  work  done  in  this  connection  during 
the  past  three  years  has  been  the  establishment  of  a system  in 
each  district  whereby  piractitioners  may  have  certain  pathological 
specimens  examined  free  of  charge.  The  accounts  given  of  out- 
breaks of  Diphtheria  in  Schools  m this  and  previous  reports  (1911, 
page  35  ; 1912,  page  50)  amply  prove  the  value  of  taking 
“ Swabs  ” for  microscopical  examination. 

Further,  all  parts  of  the  district  have  now  made  arrangements 
for  the  satisfactoiry  isolation  of  patients,  so  that  the  system  for 
promipt  diagnosis  and  efficient  isolation  may  now  be  regarded  as 
complete. 
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WATER  ANALYSIS  and  BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK. 


On  t3ie  suggestion  ol  tlie  Medical  Oli^icer  of  Health,  the  Joint 
Conimittee  in  1911  sanctioned  the  lumishing  of  a Lahoratory  for 
M'ater  analysis  and  hacteriological  'work  at  the  Guildhall,  Maiden- 
head, a suitable  roo^ii  being  iprovided  free  by  the  Maidieaihead  Town 
Council,  while  materials  and  apparatus  are  supplied  by  the  Joint 
Board. 

The  samples  of  water  lanalysed  are  from  private  wells  through- 
out the  district,  and  are  taken  in  pursuance  of  Section  7 of  the 
Water  Act  of  1878,  which  requires  every  rural  Sanitary  authority 
“from  time  to-  time  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  tO' 
“ascertain  the  condition  of  the  water  supply  within  their  district,” 
and  “the  authority  jmay  pay  all  reasonable  costs^  and  expenses 
“incurred  by  them  for  the  purpoise  of  taking  such  steps.”

In  addition  tiO'  the  above,  3 samples  of  water  were  taken  from 
a stream  in  die  Windsor  Rural  District  to  test  for  pollution  from 
a gasworks.  TwOi  of  the  samples  were  found  toi  be  so  polluted 
and  the  other  not. 

In  addition  to  the  water  analysis,  36  swabs  of  patients  at  the 
Borough  Isolation  Hospital  were  cultivated  and  microscopically 
examined  for  the  presence  of  the  Diphtheiria  Bacillus,  and  also 
5 swabs  from  School  children  who  were  suffering  from  sore  throat, 
m.aking  a total  of  41  for  the  year. 

Eighty-two  specimens  of  hair  were  examined  for  the  presence 
of  Ringworm  Spores,  five  of  these  were  for  private  practitioners, 
and  die  rest  were  taken  from  School  children  in  the  Borough  by 
the  School  Medical  Officer.  , i 
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RAINFALL. 

The  following  extract  from  the  Report  of  the  Berks  County 
Council  Representative  on  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  is  in- 
serted for  comparison  with  the  local  records  of  rainfall  to  be  found 
in  subsequent  sections  of  this  report. 

The  year  1913  began  with  a flooded  river,  due  to  the  .excess- 
ive rainfall  of  the  last  four  months  of  1912,  and  the  rainfall 
continued  to  be  heavy  until  April,  inches  falling  during  the 
first  four  months  of  the  year.  After  April,  however,  the  rainfall 
was  much  below  the  average,  and  with  the  exception  of  a sudden 
but  short  rise  in  the  levels  of  the  river  during  the  October  rainfall, 
which  amounted  to  4*47  inches,  the  level  of  the  river  was  lower 
than  it  has  been  for  a considerable  time  past  for  that  time  of  the 
year.  s 

“ The  rains  of  the  autumn  and  winter  serve  to  replenish  the 
springs  in  the  watershed  upon  which  we  rely  to<  a very  greiat  extent 
for  our  summer  flow,  and  the  effect  of  the  shortage  of  rain  we 
have  experienced  (during  the  past  few  months  is  already  being 
noticed  as  the  Conservators’  officers  report  that  in  all  parts  of  the 
watershed  the  springs  are  running  very  low  indeed  for  the  time 
of  the  year. 

“ Should  the  rainfall  continue  below  the  average  the  vitality 
of  the  springs  will  be  kept  under  careful  observation  and  every 
step!  will  be  taken  by  the  Conservators  for  the  conservation  of  the 
water.  ! i i

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;WATER  SUPPLY. 

On  tlie  whole  there  is  a satisfactory  supply  of  water  through- 
out East  Berks,  and  there  are  few  places  which  are  not  within 
easy  reach  of  the  mains  of  one  or  other  of  the  several  iWater* 
Companies  which  supply  this  district.  In  this  and  previous  reports 
details  of  water  supplies  in  the  constituent  districts  are  given  in  the 
appropriate  sections,  and  also  an  account  of  the  periodic  examina- 
tions of  private  wells  and  supplies.  When  any  of  these  private- 
supplies  are  found  to'  be  at  fault  notice  is  served  on  the  owner  of 
the  property  concerned  to  provide  a suitable  supply,  and  sO'  far  no 
great  ddficulty  has  been  experienced  in  persuading  these  owners  to 
lay  on  a supply  from  public  mains.  In  one  or  two;  instances^ — » 
particularly  in  Easthampstead  Rural  District — die  District  Council 
has  guaranteed  the  Water  Company  the  statutory  10  ^/o  on  initial 
cost  for  five  years  in  order  that  the  work  might  be  carried  out 
expeditiously.  i i : , 

SEWERING  AND  SCAVENGING. 

Steady  progress  is  being  made  with  the  sewering  of  the  more 
densely  populated  parts  of  the  district.  At  the  time  of  publishing 
diis  report  the  large  scheme  for  sewering  the  parishes  of  Sunning- 
hill  and  Sunningdale  in  Windsor  Rural  District  has  been  com- 
menced, and  those  for  Crowthorne  and  Sandhurst,  and  for  Binfield 
in  Easthampstead  Rural  District  v/ill,  in  all  probability,  be  begun 
during  the  current  year.  In  Cookham  Rural  District  preliminary 
steps  are  being  taken  to  formulate  a scheme  of  sewerage  for  the 
villages  of  Bray  and  Cookham,  so  that  in  a few  years  the  sanitary 
amenities  will  be  as  complete  in  this  district  as  can  reasonably  be 
expected.  With  regard  to  scavenging,  practically  all  the  villages, 
and  in  Easthampstead  all  hamlets  and  groups  of  houses — are  visited 
at  least  once  a week  by  a scavenging  cart  which  removes  all  dry 
house-refuse.  There  is,  therefore,  no  longer  any  reason  for  back 
gardens,  green  lanes,  iditches,  and  open  spaces  generally  to  be 
encumbered  with  unsightly  collections  of  old  tins,  pots,  bottles, 
ashes  and  garbage  as  has  been  the  case  in  the  past. 
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GENERAL  SANITARY  WORK. 

Tile  statistical  records  of  tlie  work  done  by  the  Inspectors  of 
Nuisances  during  tlie  past  year,  as  embodied  in  tlieir  respective 
reports,  form  an  ample  tribute  to  the  energy  and  industry  they 
display  in  pursuit  of  their  voication. 

Recent  legislation,  particularly  the  Housing,  Town  Planning, 
etc.  Act,  has  largely  increased  the  duties  of  all  connected  with  a 
Public  Health  Department,  and  this  increase  is  in  addition  to 
duties  which  previously  occupied  the  full  time  of  these  officers. 
It  is  only  fair  toi  those  concerned  that  they  should  be  relieved  as 
far  as  possible  of  clerical  work — which  consumes  a large  portion 
of  their  time  and  which  can  be  a;s  efficiently  done  by  a clerk.  In 
this  way  they  would  have  greater  freedom  to  devote  their  energies 
to  work  which  can  only  be  performed  by  properiy  trained  officials. 

In  rural  districts  particularly,  travelling  from  place  to  place 
necessarily  encroaches  on  the  time  which  can  be  devoted  to  effective 
work,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  the  various  Councils  should  not 
provide  their  officials  with  modern  means  of  rapid  transit.  This 
is  already  done  to  some  extent  by  an  allowance  made  to  the 
Inspectors  in  lieu  of  travelling  expenses,  but  such  expenses  should, 
in  no  case,  be  a charge  on  one’s  income,  otherwise  one  is  faced 
with  this  anomalous  position  that  the  more  work  one  does,  the  less 
is  one’s  net  income.  , , , , i , ,

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GENERAL  PHYSICAL  FEATURES. 

The  town  of  Maidenhead  lies  on  a slope  rising  from  the 
River  Thames,  which  forms  its  Eastern  boundary.  The  underlying 
soil  is  mostly  river  drift  gravel  with  a bed  of  chalk  below.  The 
highest  portion  of  the  town  (Boyn  Hill)  is  about  170ft.  above 
ordnance  datum  and  the  lowest  portion  varies  from  76*4  to  80ft., 
so  that  it  is  oinly  la  little  higher  than  the  bed  of  the  river  and!  is 
consequently  subject  tO'  floods,  especially  in  the  winter  time. 

When  these  floods  occur  the  flood  water  follows  the  course  of 
what  is  apparently  a former  bed  of  the  river  entering  at  Widbrook 
Common  to  the  north  of  the  town  and  returning  to  the  river  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  Fishery  Estate,  coursing  through  several 
streets  on  its  way. 

In  1912,  a private  scheme  was  developed  to  mitigate  this 
riGoding  by  constructing  an  embankment  of  earth  across  a meadow 
at  Widbrook  Common  so  as  to  prevent  flood  water  gaining  entrance 
to  the  channel  it  usually  pursues. 

Since  this  undertaking  was  completed  no  serious  flooding  of  the 
Thames  has  occurred,  so  tliat  the  promoters  of  the  scheme  have  not 
had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  their  work  prove  its  efficiency 
against  a severe  test. 

INDUSTRIES  AND  OCCUPATIONS 

There  are  no  staple  industries  in  Maidenhead,  the  town  and 
its  environs  being  almost  entirely  of  a residential  character.  During 
the  Summer  Season  there  is  a large  influx  of  visitors  who  occupy 
the  riverside  houses,  bungalows,  and  hotels.  The  prosperity  of 
the  town  is  tlierefore  more  dependent  on  the  attractions  of  the  river 
and  its  surroundings  as  a pleasure  resort  than  upon  any  particular 
industry  carried  on  m its  neighbourhood. 

The  following  list  compiled  from  the  occupations  of  residents, 
as  stated  in  the  Birth  and  Death  Returns  for  the  last  year,  gives 
an  indication  of  their  mixed  character. 

The  largest  proportion  of  workers  include  those  connected 
with  the  Building  trade.  Shop-keepers  and  Shop  Assistants,  and 
General  Labourers.  There  are,  however,  Breweries,  Ironworks, 
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Laundries,  etc.,  emiploying  a large  number  of  people,  and  Maiden- 
head being  within  easy  distance  of  the  Metropolis,  a very  large 
number  of  the  residents  are  engaged  in  professions  or  businesses  in 
London. 

The  percentages  given  are  approximate,  and  the  occupations 
are  given  in  numerical  order.

POPULATION. 

The  population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1913  is  15,756, 
while  the  corresponding  estimate  for  the  previous  year  was  15,515. 
The  estimated  increase  is  therefore  241,  while  the  natural  increase, 
that  is  to  say,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  is  98,  leaving  143, 
which  may  be  taken  as  indicative  of  the  excess  of  immigrants  over 
emigrants. 
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When  the  Census  was  taken  in  1911,  the  enumerated  population 
was  15,217,  being  an  excess  of  2,238  over  the  population 
enumerated  at  the  previous  Census  of  1901.  The  calculation  for 
the  estimated  population  is  based  on  the  assumption  that  the 
increase  during  the  inter-censal  period  1901 — 1911  has  been  main- 
tained. That  tliis  assumption  is  warranted  in  respect  to  Maidenhead 
is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  estimated  population  for  1911  was 
only  35  in  excess  of  the  actual  population  as  determined  by  the 
Census  of  that  year.

BIRTHS. 

There  were  288  Births  registered  as  having  taken  place 
within  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead  during  1913.  Four  of  these 
are  attributable  to  other  districts  and  two  have  to  be  added  om 
account  of  children  born  of  Maidenhead  parents,  but  temporarily 
residing  outside  the  district.  The  correction  is  therefore  minus  2, 
and  the  net  number  of  Births  286. 

Calculated  on  the  estimated  population  for  the  year  this  gives 
a Net  Birtll  Rate  of  18 '15  per  1000,  which  is  the  lowest 
yet  recorded,  the  average  rate  for  the  past  10  years  being  23*77 
per  thousand.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  as  having  taken  place  within 
the  Borough  amounted  to  206,  but,  as  explained  in  previous  reports, 
this  number  has  to  be  “corrected”  for  non-residents  dying  in  the 
district  and  for  residents  dying  outside  the  district.  The  former 
totalled  36,  and  the  latter  18,  so  that  the  net  correction  is  minus  18, 
which  makes  the  net  number  of  deaths  attributable  to  this  district 
188. 

Based  on  the  estimated  population,  this  gives  a Kct  Deatll 
Rate  of  11 '90  per  1000,  which  is  among  the  lowest  recorded 
for  the  past  ten  years.

The  chief  causes  of  death  were — Measles  10,  and  Whooping 
Cough  4,  all  under  the  age  of  5 years.  There  was  one  death 
from  Enteric  Fever,  but  none  from  any  of  the  other  notifiable 
infectious  diseases  with  the  exception  of  Phthisis.  From  Phthisis 
(Consumption)  there  were  12  deaths,  and  from  other  forms  of 
tuberculous  disease,  5 deaths. 

Cancer  accounted  for  15  deaths.  Heart  Disease  for  17,  various 
affections  of  the  Lungs  for  34,  and  Disease  of  the  Kidney  for  9. 

Twelve  persons  died  of  Apoplexy  or  Cerebral  Haemoirrhage, 
and  m 9 cases  the  certified  cause  of  death  was  given  as  Senile 
Decay  ” or  “ Old  Age.” 

There  were  5 deaths  from  accidents  and  one  case  of  suicide. 
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UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS. 

In  two  instances  the  cause  of  death  was  not  certified  by  a 
medical  practitioner  or  by  a Coroner  after  inquest.  One  was  the 
case  of  a female  aged  52,  and  the  other  a male  aged  68.  In  the 
former  the  cause  of  death  was  stated  to  be  “ Heart  Failure,”  and 
the  latter  was  attributed  to  “ Natural  Causes.” 

In  eleven  instances  the  cause  of  deatli  was  the  subject  of  a 
Coroner’s  inquest,  the  sex,  age,  and  verdict  being  recorded  m the

DEATHS  IN  INSTITUTIONS. 

There  are  four  Institutions  for  the  reception  of  the  Sick  within 
the  Borough,  viz. — The  Infirmary  at  the  Poor  Law  Institution,  the 
Cottage  Hospital,  the  Children’s  Hospital  (Fvay  Mead  Road),  and 
the  Borough  Isolation  Hocpital.  In  all,  54  Deaths  occurred  in 
these  Institutions,  in  the  Infirmary  37,  of  which  22  were  of  persons 
from  Gookham  Rural  District  and  one  from  Greenwich  ; in  the 
Cottage  Hospital  14,  of  which  7 were  transferable  to  Cookham, 
1 to  Kintbury,  1 to  London,  and  1 to>  Lane  End  ; and  3 at  the 
Children’s  Hospital,  of  which  1 was  of  an  infant  from  Bray.  No 
deaths  occurred  at  ihe  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  or  at  any 
Nursing  Home  in  the  Borough. 
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TRANSFERRED  DEATHS. 

Eighteen  deaths  of  residents  which  occurred  outside  the 
Borough  were  transferred  inwards  and  were  derived  from  the 
following  sources.— Berks  County  Asylum,  Cholsey,  5 ; King 
Edward  VIL  Hospital,  Windsor,  4 ; London  Hospitals,  2 ; and 
Lunatic  Asylum,  Abergavenny ; Matlock;  West  Drayton;  Elham; 
Bourne  End;  Easthampstead;  and  Bray,  1 each. 

The  36  deaths  of  non-residents  were  transferred  outwards  as 
follows. — From  the  Union  Infirmary  to  Cookham  Rural  District, 
21  ; from  the  Union  Infirmary  to  Greenwich,  1 ; from  the  Cottage 
Hospital  to  the  Cookham  Rural  District,  7 ; from  the  Cottage 
Hospital  to  London,  1 ; from  the  Cottage  Hospital  to  Kintbury, 
1 ; from  the  Cottage  Hospital  to  Lane  End,  1 ; from  the  Children’s 
Hospital,  Ray  Mead  to  Cookham  Rural  District,  1 ; from  a 
private  address  to  Windsor  Borough,  1 ; from  a private  address 
to  Putney,  1 ; and  from  a private  address  to  Stokenchurch,  1. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  28, 
which  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  97*90 
per  thousand  Births.  ' 

This  figure  is  somewhat  lower  than  that  for  the  preceding 
year,  which  was  102*46,  but  rather  more  than  the  average  rate 
for  the  past  10  years  (90*91). 

There  were  no  deaths  among  illegitimate  Infants  during  the 
past  year. 

Six  infants  died  within  a week  of  birth,  the  causes  beings — 
Premature  Birth,  “Debility”  or  Atelectasis.  Four  more  died 
before  the  end  of  one  month,  the  causes  being  Pneumonia,  Enteritis. 
Atelectasis,  Debility.  Of  those  dying  between  the  ages  of  one 
month  and  one  year,  the  chief  causes  of  death  were — Measles  (1), 
Whooping  Cough  (3),  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  (6),  The  table 
below  gives  the  comparative  figures  of  the  vital  and  mortal

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Scarlet  Fever. — Nine  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with 

10  in  tlie  previous  year,  and  an  average  of  62  annually  for  the 
preceding  five  years.  In  one  instance  the  patient  was  taken  ill 
immediately  on  return  from  a neighbouring;  town  where  Scarlet 
Fever  was  prevalent,  and  before  the  disease  was  recognised  had 
evidently  infected  a relative  whose  case  was  notified  a few  days 
later.  >; 

In  another  instance  three  cases  were  notified  in  one  family. 
On  enquiry,  it  appeared  that  one  of  the  family  had  had  a mild 
attack  of  Scarlet  Fever  which  was  only  recognised  by  the  appear- 
ance of  desquamation  while  the  practitioner  was  attending  the  other 
two  members  of  the  family  who  had  been  taken  ill  simultaneously. 

Eight  of  the  nine  cases  noti  fed  v/cre  treated  at  the  Borough 
Isolation  Hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease  during 
the  period  under  review. 

Diphtheria. — There  is  likewise  a gratifying  diminution  Jn 
the  number  of  cases  notified  of  this  disease,  only  5 being  recorded 
during  the  year.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  above,  this  is 
approximately  one-tenth  of  the  average  number  of  cases  not  ifed 
during  the  preceding  five  years. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  connection  between  these 
cases,  nor  could  the  source  of  infection  be  traced  in  any  of  them. 
One  case  occurred  among  the  children  in  a gipsy  encampment  in 
the  Borough.  Swabs  for  bacteriolotgical  examination  were  taken 
of  as  many  as  possible  of  the  other  children  in  the  encampment, 
and  one  was  found  to  be  carrying  the  diphtheria  germ.  This 
“carrier,”  together  widi  the  patient  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  and  no  further  cases  occurred. 

Four  out  of  the  five  notified  cases  and  the  “carrier”  just 
mentioned  were  treated  at  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

Enteric  Fever  (Typhoid). — Two  cases  were  notified.  Both 
were  treated  privately,  one  recovered  and  the  death  of  the  other 
was  subsequently  certified  as  being  due  to  “ Typhoid  Fever  ” and 
“ Tuberculosis  of  the  Mesenteric  Glands. 


MAIDENHEAD. 
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In  the  former  case  the  Bacillus  typhosus  was  found  in  the 
urine  and  stools  for  several  months  after  recovery,  but  there  was 
no  confirmatory  evidence  of  Typhoid  infection  in  the  case  which 
terminated  fatally.  ’ i i I ’ ' 

Erysipelas. — With  two  exceptions,  the  patients  were  over  65 
years  of  age.  One  of  the  two  was  the  case  of  a woman  who 
developed  a local  erysipelas  after  an  injury  to  the  head,  and  the 
other  a boy  of  eight  years  who  contracted  the  infection  after  an 
operation.  ' i ' ' ! 

There  were  no  cases  of  Puerperal  or  other  notifiable  fevers. 

Phthi  SIS  (Consumption). — Altogether  45  cases  were  notified 
including  33  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  12  of  other  forms. 

Of  the  former  group  of  cases,  15  received  treatment  at  some 
period  or  other  of  their  illness  at  an  institution  as  shown  in  the 
following  list. —

Of  the  non-pulmonary  cases  one  was  treated  at  the  Poor  Law 
Institution,  Maidenhead  and  two  at  the  Cottage  Plospital,  Maiden- 
head. 

Amongst  the  notified  cases  there  were  9 deaths  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  2 from  other  forms,  but  the  total  deaths  from 
these  causes  for  the  whole  year  numbered  12  and  5 reiSpectively, 
so  that  it  is  apparent  that  all  cases  were  not  notified.  Assuming 
that  the  proportion  of  deaths  is  the  same  among  notified  and  non- 
notified  cases,  there  should  have  been  approximaijely  44  notifications 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  30  of  other  forms,  making  a total 
of  74  cases  as  against  45  actually  received. 

General  particulars  relating  to  notified  cases  are  embodied  in 
the  following  table. — ' 
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MEASLES.—Measles  was  prevalent  during  the  first  half  of  the 
year,  and  in  June  an  Infants’  School  in  the  Boyn  Hill  district  had 
to  be  closed  on  account  of  this  disease.  There  werei  altogether  10 
deaths  from  Measles  during  1913,  all  of  children  under  school 
age.  This  is  the  highest  number  of  deaths  recorded  for  the  past 
10  years,  with  the  exception  of  the  year  1911,  in  which  there  were 
13  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough. — Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent  during 
the  first  and  last  months  of  the  year.  There  was  no  serious  out- 
break, but  4 cases  ended  fatally,  all  being  infants  under  school 
age.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  during  the 
past  10  years  works  out  at  3‘7  annually. 

Mumps. — There  were  many  cases  of  Mumps  notified  from 
the  Schools  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  and  several  more 
up  to  the  end  of  May,  but  the  outbreak  was  not  particularly  acute 
at  any  period. 

Chicken-pox. — A few  cases  were  notified  from  the  Schools 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  otherwise  the  district  appeared  to  be  free 
from  this  disease.

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PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  arrangements  for  disinfection  of  premises,  etc.,  after  the 
occurrence  of  illness  of  an  infectious  nature,  have  been  described  in 
previous  reports  and  need  not  be  repeated.  A list  of  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  his  assistant  is  con- 
tained in  the  Report  of  the  former  for  1913  (see  page  52). 

By  an  agreement  with  the  Clinical  Research  Association,. 
London,  practitioners  may  send  for  examination  Swabs  for  Diph- 
theria, Blood  for  Typhoid,  and  Sputum  for  Tubercle,  the  cost 
being  defrayed  by  the  Local  Authority.

This  list,  however,  does  not  include  41  Swabs  bacteriologically 
examined  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  36  of  which  were  from 
patients  in  the  Isolation  Hospital,  of  which  he  is  Superintendent, 
and  5 from  School  children,  who  were  suffering  from  sore  throat. 

The  Medical  Officer  also  made  82  mncroscopical  examinations 
of  hair  for  ringworm,  5 of  which  were  for  medical  practitioners 
and  the  remainder  in  the  exercise  of  his  duties  as  School  Medical 
Officer  for  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead.  i , , 
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BOROUGH  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

A general  description  Oif  tliis  Hospital  was  given  in  the  Annual 
Report  for  1911  (pp.  19 — 20).  The  permanent  staff  now  consists 
of  Matron,  Charge  Nurse,  two  Probationers,  Cook-general,  and 
a Maid  who  combines  the  duties  of  a Ward  and  Laundry-maid,  so 
that  no  outside  labour  is  employed  for  any  indoor  work. 

A porter  attends  to^  the  keeping  of  the  grounds,  the  boiler  and 
disinfector,  but  does  not  reside  on  the  premises.  His  time  is 
divided  so  as  to^  give  about  two-thirds  to  work  at  the  Hospital  and 
one-third  as  assistant  tO'  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  are  the  only  infectious  diseases 
received.  The  Hospital  was  originally  intended  to  receive  such 
cases  from  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead  and  the  surrounding  Rural 
District  of  Cookham,  but  by  a recent  agreement  similar  cases  are 
also  received  from  the  other  two  Rural  Districts  (Easthampstead 
and  Windsor)  which  form  East  Berks  United  Sanitary  District.

There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria  during 
the  year. 

The  average  time  in  hospital  for  the  Diphtheria  cases  was  32 
days,  the  longest  being  64  days  and  the  shortest  11  days.  For 
Scarlet  Fever  the  average  time  was  38,  the  longest  being  57  days 
and  the  shortest  27  days.  Most  of  these  were  of  a very  mild  type, 
and  no  “return  cases”  were  recoirded.  •

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  B o rough  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Maidenhead  Water 
Company  which  has  powers  under  a private  Act  of  1875  and 
Provisional  Orders  dated  1893,  1900,  and  1905.  The  district 
supplied  by  this  Company,  besides  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead, 
includes  the  following  parishes  in  Cookham  Rural  District  : Bray, 
Cookharn,  Hurley,  Waltham  St.  Lawrence,  White  Waltham,  and 
Shottesbrooke,  but  not  Bisham,  which  is  supplied  by  the  Marlow 
Water  Company.  | i , , i i . i 
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The  source  of  the  water  is  four  wells  in  the  chalk— about 
70  feet  deep — two  at  Maidenhead  and  two  at  Cookham. 

The  chief  objection  to  this  water  is  its  excessive  hardness  for 
domestic  purposes.  In  1912  a new  bore  was  commenced  at  the 
Maidenhead  works  so  as  to  reach  the  comparatively  soft  water 
lying  below  the  chalk  in  the  green-sand  beds. 

Towards  the  end  of  1913  potable  water  was  reached  at  the 
expected  depth  of  about  1000  feet  and  is  now  being  pumped  up  at 
the  rate  of  about  10,000  gallons  per  hour  to  the  reservoir  which 
supplies  the  town. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Secretary  to  the  Maidenhead 
Water  Company,  the  tables  showing  the  various  strata  penetrated 
and  tlie  analysis  of  the  water  obtained,  have  been  supplied.

SEWERAGE  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  premises  in  the  Borough  are 
drained  to  a sewer.  The  chief  exception  to  this  is  the  group  of 
large  dwelling-houses  in  the  locality  known  as  the  “Fish  ery  Estate.” 
These  houses  are  used  mostly  as  summer  residences  for  the  wealthy 
classes,  and  lie  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Thames  on  the  Eastern 
boundary  of  the  Borough  between  the  sewerage  works  and  the 
village  of  Bray.  They  stand  on  river  gravel,  and  owing  to  the  low 
level  of  the  land,  the  gardens — in  which  the  cesspools  are  situated — 
are  not  infrequently  flooded  when  the  river  is  swollen  with  winter 
rains. 

At  present  the  cesspools  are  emptied  by  employees  at  tlie 
sewage  works  when  nolice  is  given,  but  this  method  of  dealing  with 
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sewage  Irom  dwellings  of  this  type  can  hardly  be  considered  satis- 
factory, apart  from  the  danger  of  cesspools  in  land  liable  to  be 
flooded. 


The  quantity  of  sewage  which  passed  through  the  sewage 
works  during  1913  is  stated  by  the  Manager  t0‘  be —

This  gives  an  average  of  32*1  gallons  per  head  — ^or,  omitting 
storm  water,  29’ 6 gallons  daily. 

Eleven  visits  were  known  to  be  paid  by  Inspectors  of  the 
Thames  Conservancy,  and  three  visits  by  Inspectors  of  the  Metro- 
politan Water  Board;  in  no  case  v/as  an  adverse  report  on  the 
effluent  received. 

The  number  of  Cesspools  emptied  during  the  year  was  83. 

A brief  description  of  the  Works  was  given  in  tlie  Annual 
Report  of  1911,  page  21.  , . . i 


EIouse  Refuse. — The  estimated  number  of  receptacles  used 
for  the  storage  of  Flouse  Refuse  is  stated  to  be  223  fixed  Ashpits 
(not  in  combination  witli  privies),  910  moveable  receptacles  of 
galvamsed  iron  with  proper  covers,  and  858  others,  such  as  Pails, 
Baths,  Boxes,  etc.  In  cooiiection  with  new  houses,  galvanised  iron 
dustbins  are  required  to  be  provided. 

Altogether  5 scavenging  carts  and  7 men  are  employed  by 
the  Council  in  collecting  House  Refuse  and  conveying!  it  to  the 

Sewage  Works.  The  collection  in  any  part  of  the  town  is  not 

less  than  once  a week,  in  many  cases  it  is  twice  a weiek,  and!  in 

the  centre  of  the  town  daily.  Covered  carts  are  used  in  the 

coiloction  of  the  Refuse,  which  convey  directly  to  the  Sewage 
Works.  At  this  place  the  Refuse  is  dumped  in  heaps  and  sorted 
for  rags  and  tins,  which  are  sold  to  dealers.  Paper  and  other 
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combustible  materials  are  burned  on  the  ground  and  tlie  residue 
used  to  level  up  hollows  in  the  land.  The  tip  is  on  the  Sewage 
Farm,  half-a-mile  from  the  centre  of  the  town  and  about  a quarter- 
of-a-mile  from  the  nearest  house.  During  1913,  4,801  loads  each 
of  about  one  ton  weight  were  dealt  with.  The  cost  of  the  removal 
and  disposal  of  Flouse  Refuse  for  the  year  is  given  as

The  streets  and  localities  specially  dealt  with  during  1913 
were  Albert  Street,  Boyn  Hill,  Cordwalles  Road  (parts  of).  East 
Street,  Grenfell  Avenue,  Grove  Road,  North  Dean,  North  Star 
Lane,  Ray  Park  Cottages,  Reform  Road,  Westborougli  Road,  and 
West  Street. 

There  were  very  few  houses  which  did  not  require 
attention  in  some  way  or  another,  the  most  common  defect  being 
dampness  of  the  walls  arising  from  defective  guttering  or  down 
spouts.  Next  toi  that,  v/as  the  want  of  cleanliness  in  the  interior, 
many  of  the  houses  had  not  been  papered,  or  painted  for  many 
years,  while  not  a few  of  them  showed  the  presence  of  vermin.

Mr.  W.  E.  Harding,  who  holds  the  qualifying:  certificate  of 
the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute,  was  appointed  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
for  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead  m April,  1910. 

In  July,  1911,  he  was  appointed  tO'  carry  out  the  duties 
relegated  to  the  Sanitary  Authority  under  the  Factory  and  Work- 
shop Acts. 

In  August,  1911,  he  was  designated  as  the  officer  to  carry  out 
the  details  of  the  house-to-house  inspection  under  the  Housing, 
Town  Planning,  Etc.  Act,  1909,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  February,  1912,  he  was  appointed  tO'  carry  out  the  duties 
under  the  Rag  Flock  Act,  1912. 

In  May,  1912,  he  was  appointed  Inspector  to  carry  out  the 
dudes  specified  in  the  Shops  Act,  1912, 
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Separate  salaries  are  paid  for  these  additional  inspectorships. 
Office  accommodation,  and  requisites,  use  of  telephone,  and  an 
allowance  of  £2  annually  for  upkeep  of  own  bicycle  are  provided 
by  the  Local  Authority.  He  also  has  the  services  of  the  Hospital 
Porter  for  about  one-third  of  his  time  as  assistant  for  outdoor  work 
and  for  clerical  work.

During  the  year  a considerable  amount  of  Foodstuff  has  been 
inspected,  251bs.  of  meat  affected  with  bone  taint  was  condemned 
as  unfit  for  human  consumption,  tliis  was  readily  surrendered  and 
destroyed  when  its  condition  was  pointed  oiut  to  the  shopkeeper, 
who  was  cautioned.

Periodical  inspections  have  been  made  of  these  premises,  and 
only  nuisances  of  a minor  character  were  discovered,  which  were 
immediately  remedied  upon  notice  being  given  to  the  proprietor. 

STABLE  PREMISES. 

Frequent  visits  were  paid  to  the  various  stable  premises  in 
the  Borough,  mainly  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  Council’s 
Bye-Laws  requiring  the  periodical  removal  of  manure,  viz.,  at 
least  once  a week,  thus  minimising  the  fly  nuisance  during  the 
summer  months,  also  the  nuisance  arising  from  “short”  manure 
whilst  being  carted  through  the  streets  to  its  destination.  In 
February,  at  the  Borough  Police  Court,  a local  Horse  Dealer  was 
fined  £1,  including  costs,  for  failing,  after  due  notice,  to  remove 
the  manure  at  least  once  a week  from  his  premisieis,  as  required  by 
the  above-mentioned  Bye-Laws,  , i , 
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PUBLIC  HOUSE  CONVENIENCES. 

Constant  supervision  has  been  given  to  the  above,  anH  although 
one  or  two  are  of  somewhat  antiquated  design,  the  majority  are 
found  to  be  fairly  well  kept. 

The  convenience  in  connection  with  the  Bell  Hotel  Tap  has 
been  re-constructed. 

PIGGERIES. 

During  the  year  particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  these 
premises  with  the  object  of  seeing  that  the  styes  are  kept  clean 
and  the  paving  and  drainage  in  good  condition,  further,  to  see  that 
the  manure  is  not  allowed  to  accumulate  and  become  offensive.

During  August  I found  that  a small  wooden  darn  had  been 
erected  across  the  stream,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  height  of 
the  water  to  enable  the  same  to  be  used  for  punting.  As  thia 
interrupted  the  free  flow  of  the  water  1 requeisted  the  person 
responsible  for  erecting  the  dam,  to  remove  same,  which  he  did 
at  once. 

In  addition  to^  the  above,  3 occupiers  of  houses  whose  gardens 
abut  on  the  stream,  were  cautioned,  for  depositing  garden  refuse 
on  the  stream  bank,  thus  allowing  it  to  be  washed  away  at  high 
water.

TENTS,  VANS,  SHEDS  AND  SIMILAR 

STRUCTURES. 

Frequent  inspections  were  made,  including  two  midnight  visits 
v/ith  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  of  the  Caravans,  Tents,  etc., 
on  the  Moor  (since  closed)  and  in  Full  er’s  Meadow,  Blackmore 
Lane.  With  the  exception  of  one  case  of  overcrowding  and  two 
cases  of  dirty  condition  of  interior  of  Caravans,  for  which  Verbal 
notice  was  given,  the  remainder  were  found  to  be  kept  in  conformity 
with  the  Council’s  Bye-Laws. 

During  November  the  Owner  of  the  Moor  decided  to  close 
same  as  a gipsy  encampment,  with  the  result  that  the  three  caravans 
which  had  been  there  for  a number  of  years,  have  removed  to 
Fuller’s  Meadow,  where  new  and  additional  sanitary  conveniences 
have  been  erected.

On  January  1st,  the  Weekly  Half  Holiday  Closing 
Order,  made  by  the  Council  at  their  Meeting  held  on  November 
26th,  1912,  came  into  force,  so  that  with  the  exception  of  the 
Exempted  Trades,  all  Shops  are  obliged  to  close  at  1 p.m.  on 
Thursdays,  or,  at  the  option  of  the  Shopkeeper,  on  Saturday. 

In  addition,  no  class  of  Trade  may  be  carried  on  in  the  street 
or  in  any  other  place  at  times  when  it  is  not  permitted  to  carry  on 
that  class  of  trade  in  a shop. 

On  March  10th,  at  the  Borough  Police  Court,  a local  Coal 
Dealer  was  fined  7/6  towards  costs,  the  remainder  being  remitted, 
for  selling  coal  in  Victoria  Street  after  1 p.m.  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  Weekly  Half-Holiday. 

A number  of  visits  have  been  paid  to  premises  with  a view 
to  ascertaining  the  number  of  Hours  of  Employment  of  Young 
Persons,  also  to  see  that  the  proper  intervals  for  meals  and  rest 
are  observed.  In  no  case  has  the  Act  been  contravened. 

I am  pleased  to  report  tliat  during  the  whole  year  only  one 
complaint  has  been  received. 

In  concluding  my  Report  I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  the  Owners  and  Occupiers  of  the  various  premises  I 
have  inspected  for  their  kind  assistance  in  granting  me  the  necessary 
facilities  for  making  a thorough  inspection  of  their  houses,  and  for 
the  ready  manner  in  which  they  have  acceded  to  my  requests,  for 
the  abatement  of  the  varioius  nuisances  discovered.

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GENERAL  PHYSICAL  FEATURES. 

The  district  is  bounded  on  the  east  side  by  the  river  Thames, 
while  the  other  boundaries  are  artihciaL  In  shape  it  is  roughly 
semi-circular  and  surrounds  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead  on  all 
sides  except  the  east.  For  the  most  part  the  country  is  flat  rising 
gradually  tO'  higher  ground — Winter  Hill  292  feet,  on  the  north 
and  Ashley  Hill,  475  feet  on  the  west,  being  the  highest  points. 
The  land  is  mostly  cultivated,  though  here  and  there  are  several 
large  woods.  The  character  of  the  soil  is  mostly  chalk,  but  on  the 
west  and  south,  patches  of  Woolwich  and  Reading  beds  are  found 
alternating  with  London  clay. 

RAINFALL. 

In  former  years  a record  of  the  rainfall  in  this  district  hasl 
been  kindly  supplied  by  Greville  H.  Palmer,  Esq.,  of  FI ey wood. 
White  Waltham.  Unfortunately  the  complete  figures  for  1913  are 
not  available,  but  the  following  table — though  incomplete— gives  an 
indication  of  the  amount  of  rain  in  that  year  : —

The  average  annual  rainfall  for  the  past  20  years  is  27-81 
inches,  soi  that  the  total  for  1913 — 19:06  is  abnormally  low. 
In  1912  the  corresponding  figure  was  29*20  inches,  and  in  1911, 
24*03  inches. 

There  were  107  days  in  1913  on  which  an  appreiciable 
quantity  of  rain  fell,  as  compared  with  167  in  the  previous  yeai^. 
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POPULATION. 

The  population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1913  is  12,727 
while  the  corresponding'  estimate  for  1912  was  12.541,.  The 
estimated  increase  for  the  year  is  therefore  176,  while  the  natural 
increase  as  measured  by  the  excess  of  births  over  deatlis  is  106, 
leaving  a balance  of  70,  Which  may  be  taken  as  indicative  of  the 
number  of  immigrants  in  excess  of  emigrants. 

The  population  as  enumerated  at  the  Census  of  1911  was 
12  ,311,  and  at  the  previous  Census  in  1901,  10,574,  the  increase  in 
the  intervening  ten  years  being  1,737. 

During  this  period  the  increase  occurred  mostly  in  the  parishes 
of  Cookham  and  Bray,  where  the  chief  villages  are,  the  former 
increasing  by  1,041,  and  the  latter  by  421.  In  the  other  parishes 
the  increase  was  comparatively  small,  indeed,  in  two,  namely, 
Shottesbrook  and  White  Waltham  there  was  an  actual  decrease  of 
12  and  32  inhabitants  respectively. 

The  following  table  gives  the  distribution  of  population  in  the 
various  parishes  as  recorded  in  the  Census  of  1911,  together  with 
the  numbers  of  inhabited  and  uninhabited  houses  (see  also  table  on 
page  90).

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It  will  be  noticed  that  in  the  parishes  of  Bray  and  Coohham 
the  number  of  uninhabited  houses  is  comparatively  large.  This  is 
explained  by  the  fact  that  many  houses,  particularly  in  the  villages, 
are  occupied  only  in  the  summer  season  by  visitors,  and  were 
therefore  empty  at  the  time  of  taking  the  Census. 

OCCUPATIONS. 

The  Census  returns  showing  a classified  list  of  occupations  in 
this  district  are  not  yet  available,  but  the  following  table — compiled 
from  entries  in  the  Registrar’s  returns  of  Births  and  Deaths — may 
be  taken  as  an  index  of  the  nature  of  employment  followed  in  this 
neighbourhood.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  chief  occupations  are 
connected  with  farming  and  domestic  service,  while  a few  are 
employed  in  factories,  e.^..  Brick  and  Tile  Works,  Paper  Mill, 
Flour  Mill,  or  Blacksmiths  Shops.  There  are  also  several  large 
Laundries  which  give  employment  to  a considerable  number  of 
women,  especially  in  the  summer  time  during  the  River  Season.

There  were  245  Births  registered  as  having  taken  place  in 
this  district  in  1913,  of  'which  none  were  transferable  to  other! 
districts,  that  is  to  say,  the  parents  were  all  permanent  residents. 
On  the  other  hand  4 illegitimate  births  which  occurred  outside  the 
district  are  to  be  added  to  the  number  registered  locally,  since  the 
Mothers  belonged  to  Cookham  Rural  District. 

The  nett  number  of  birtlis  credited  to  this  district  is  therefore 
249,  which  gives  a Birtll  Rate  of  19 “56  per  thousand  of 
estimated  population. 

This  Birth  Rate  tliough  somewhat  higher  than  that  of  the 
preceding  year — 17*53 — is  still  considerably  lower  than  the  average 
for  the  preceding  10  years.

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  Deatlis  registered  as  having  occurred 
within  this  district  in  1913  is  105 — ^ain  increase  of  14  on  the 
number  for  the  previous  year. 

This  number,  however,  has  to  be  '^corrected”  by  subtracting 
the  number  of  deaths  of  non-residents  who’  died  in  the  district  and 
adding  those  of  residents  who  died  elsewhere  (see  pages  67-8). 
The  former  amounted  to  3,  and  the  latter  to  41,  so  that  the  nett 
correction  is  plus  38. 

The  nett  number  of  Deaths  is  therefore  143,  which  gives  a 
Dcatll  F^atc  of  11.24  per  thousand  of  estimated  population. 
This  figure  is  considerably  higher  than  that  for  1912,  which  was 
9*41,  but  practically  tlie  same  as  the  average  for  the  preceding 
ten  years.

The  number  of  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  lungs  was  larg'est 
during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  in  fact  almost  equal  to  that  for 
the  rest  of  the  year.  Bronchitis  and  similar  affections  of  the  lungs 
accounted  for  12  deaths  in  that  quarter,  while  those  for  the  other 
quarters  were  4,  7 and  3 respectively.  Excluding  Phthisis  (Con- 
sumption) there  were  no  deaths  throughout  the  year  due  to  notifiable 
infectious  disease,  but  there  were  two  deaths  of  children  under  twO' 
years  of  age  from  Whooping  Cough,  and  one  under  a year  from 
Measles. 

Phthisis  accounted  for  14  deaths.  Cancer  for  14,  Heart 
Disease  for  15,  and  Bright’s  Disease  for  6. 

There  were  6 deaths  from  accidents  in  the  district,  one  of 
w'hich  occurred  to  a non-resident  and  is  therefore  excluded  from 
the  tables. 

As  shown  in  the  annexed  table  nearly  half  of  the  deaths 
occurred  at  65  years  or  over,  the  chief  causes  being  Old  Age  (12), 
Apoplexy  (11),  Bronchitis  (11),  Pleart  Disease  (8),  Cancer  (6), 
and  Bright’s  Disease  (5).

UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS. 

Of  tiie  143  deaths  of  residents  belonging  to  this  district,  4 
were  not  certified  as  to  cause  of  death  by  a medical  practitioner  or 
a Coroner.  The  cause  of  death  assigned  in  each  case  was  “Heart 
Failure,”  and  in  one  case,  an  infant  under  two  years,  the  no  to 
“from  excessive  head,”  v/as  added.  The  ages  of  the  others  were 
51,  72,  and  81  respectively. 

The  deaths  of  eight  residents  were  each  the  subject  of  a Coroner’s 
Inquest.  Three  of  these  were  from  the  parish  of  Hurley,  three 
from  Bray,  and  one  eaefn  frotn  Cookham  amd  Waltham  St. 
Lawrence.  The  causes  of  death  assigned  to  these  cases  were 
respectively  : Broncho-Pneumoma,  Concussion  of  Brain,  Heart 
Disease,  Drowned,  Fractured  Skull,  Misadventure,  Accident,  and 
Natural  Causes. 

TRANSFERRED  DEATHS. 

There  are  no  public  institutions  for  the  reception  of  the  sick 
in  this  district.  There  are,  however,  two  private  Convalescent 
Homes,  one  at  Shottesbrooke  and  one  at  Warren  Row,  Hurley; 
there  is  also  a “ Scattered  Home”  in  connection  with  the  Poor 
Law  Institution,  Maidenhead,  m Courthouse  Road,  Cookham. 

There  were  no  deaths  in  any  of  these  institutions. 
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At  Bray  there  are  Almsfiouses  for  aged  people,  known  as 

Jesus  Hospital.  Two  deaths  occurred  there,  one  a native  of 

Bray  at  the  age  of  92,  and  one  of  Maidenhead  at  80.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  Deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age 
amounted  to  21.  This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
of  84  "54  which.  means  that  tiie  death  rate  among  infants  of  less 
than  a year  old  is  in  the  proportion  of  84 ’34  for  every  thousand 
born. 

The  figure  is  almost  double  that  of  the  previous  year  (45*  45) 
but  is  only  slightly  in  excess  of  the  average  rate  for  the  past  ten 
years  (see  table  A.  page  69).  One-third  of  these  deaths  occurred! 
within  the  first  week  of  birth  and  were  attributed  to  such  causes  as 
Premature  Birth,  Malformations,  or  Congenital  Weakness: — one 
being  a case  of  twins.  Five  others  died  from  similar  causes  before 
the  end  of  the  first  month  of  life,  and  eight  died  between  one  month 
and  one  year.  Of  diese  eight,  one  died  of  Measles  and  one  of 
Whooping  Cough,  and  four  of  Broncho-Pneumonia,  one  of  the  last 
mentioned  being  the  subject  of  a Coroner’s  inquest,  and  one  an 
illegitimate  child.

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Scarlet  P'ever. — This  district  has  been  practically  free  from 
Scarlet  Fever  during  the  past  year.  Of  the  eight  cases  notifiodt 
one  was  a very  doubtful  case,  and  three  of  the  others  had  evidently 
caught  the  infection  in  London.  One  case  in  particular  actually 
travelled  from  there  while  suffering  from  the  disease.  Another 
occurred  in  a Boys’  Camp  temporarily  situated  in  the  district.  Two 
cases  came  from  one  house,  namely  a young  child  and  the  child’s 
grandfather  aged  58  years — rather  an  unusual  age  for  this  disease, 
but  the  symptoms  and  progress  of  the  case  left  no  doubts  as  to  the 
nature  of  the  illness. 

Five  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Flospital  at  Maidenhead,  the  other  three  had  ample  provision  made 
at  home  for  isolation  and  nursing. 

Diphtheria. — Only  four  cases  were  notified  in  the  course  of 
the  past  year.  This  is  a marked  contrast  to  the  numbers  in  former 
years.  None  of  the  cases  appeared  to  have  any  connection  with 
each  other.  Two  were  rerndvied  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Maidenhead,  while  the  other  two  were  nursed  at  home.  Three 
“carriers  ” were  found  as  a result  of  taking  swabs  at  one  of  the 
schools.  They  were  treated  privately  and  are  not  included  in  the 
above  figures. 

Erysipelas. — Four  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified.  By 
a curious  coincidence  this  has  been  the  number  notified  for  six 
years  in  successioin.  None  of  the  cases  presented  any  features 
calling  for  comment.  ,1 

Enteric  Fever  (Typhoid). — Not  a single  case  occurred  in 
the  district  in  1913.  This  is  the  first  time  for  many  years  there 
has  been  an  entire  absence  of  this  disease. 

Puerperal  Fever. — One  case  was  notihed  and  ended  in 


recovery. 
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Phthisis. — The  number  of  cases  notified  is  considerably  in 
excess  of  that  for  previous  years.  This  does  not  indicate  an  actual 
increase  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease,  but  is  due  to  the  operation 
of  the  new  regulations  which  came  in  force  on  the  first  of  February, 
1913,  and  which  impose  the  duty  of  notifying  all  cases  and  forms 
of  the  disease. 

It  is  evident,  however,  that  not  all  cases  are  notified,  for, 
out  of  the  !28  cases  notified  between  1st  January  and  31st  December, 
10  died  in  the  course  of  the  year,  while  in  tlie  returns  of  deaths 
furnished  by  the  Registrar  tliere  were  15  deaths  from  phthisis,  of 
which  5 had  not  been  notified.  Assuming  that  the  death  rate  is  the 
same  for  notified  and  not-notified  cases,  the  number  of  notifications 
should  have  been  about  42. 

Again,  many  of  the  notifications  are  not  received  until  within 
a short  time  of  death,  e.^.,  in  six  instances  out  of  the  28,  deatjli 
occurred  within  six  weeks  of  notification. 

Enquiry  is  made  in  all  cases  as  to  the  sleeping  accommodation, 
sanitary  arrangements  and  general  hygiene  of  the  house  where  the 
patient  resides,  and  disinfection  is  carried  out  when  the  necessity 
arises.  Five  cases  were  treated  in  a Sanatorium  or  at  a Hospital 
and  three  in  the  Poor  Law  Institution.  One  non-pulmonary  case 
was  treated  at  the  West  London  Hospital.  Three  cases  received 
a daily  supply  of  milk  and  eggs,  and  one  case  was  provided  with  a 
Shelter.  Sputum  flasks  and  printed  directions  were  supplied  where 
necessary.  Most  of  the  notified  cases  were  visited  by  the  County 
Tuberculosis  Officer.  i 

The  table  below  gives  a summary  of  the  cases  notified  during 

1913.- 
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NON-NOTiFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

An  accurate  account  of  the  incidence  of  such  infectiou/3 
diseases  as  do  not  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Notification  Act 
of  1889  is  difficult  to  obtain,  but  the  particulars  which  follow 
being  obtained  from  the  returns  of  Head  Teachers  to^  the  County 
School  Medical  Officer  may  be  taken  as  an  index  of  the  prevalence 
or  otherwise  of  these  diseases. 

Measles. — Littlewick  School  in  the  parish  of  White  Waltham 
was  closed  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  Measles  among  the 
children  for  a period  of  three  weeks  from  10th  of  M,arch,  1913 
until  alter  the  Easter  holidays.  At  Holyport  and  Touchen  End, 
which  are  neighbouring  schools  in  the  parish  of  Bray,  31  and  23 
scholars  respectively  were  notified  in  the  course  of  the  year  as 
suffering  from  Measles,  and  at  North  Town  School  in  Cookham 
parish  17  cases  were  notified.  No  cases  were  notified  from  any 
of  the  other  parishes. 

One  death  from  Measles  was  recorded,  viz.,  that  of  an  infant 
of  8 months,  in  the  parish  of  Hurley. 

Whooping  Cough. — As  far  as  school  children  w^ere  concerned 
there  appears  to  have  been  very  little  Whooping  Cough  in  the 
district.  Two  cases  were  notified  from  Bisham  and  twoi  from 
Braywood.  There  were,  however,  two  deaths  from  tliis  disease, 
viz.,  one  infant  of  six  months,  in  the  parish  of  Cookham  and  one 
of  15  months  in  the  parish  of  Flurley.  Knowl  Hill  School  in  the 
latter  parish  was  closed  for  a perlodi  of  3 weeks  from  Jan.  20  th 
to  Feb.  10th. 

Chicken  Pox. — In  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  Chicken  Pox 
was  very  prevalent  in  Waltham  St.  Lawrence,  no  less  than  59 
cases  being  notified  from  the  Council  School  there.  A few  cases 
were  notified  in  the  course  of  the  year  at  Bisham,  Braywood,  and 
Cookham  Dean  School. 

Mumps. — A few  occasional  cases  were  notified  from  ^the 
following  schools  — Bisham,  Braywood,  Cookham  Dean,  Cookham 
Rise,  Littlewick,  and  Waltham  St.  Lawrence.

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PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Ill  tlie  Annual  Report  for  1911  (page  35)  a general  summary 
of  the  methods  adiopted  toi  prevent  the  sp/read  of  infection  was 
given.  The  Report  for  1912  (page  50  et  sqq.)  contains  a detailed 
account  of  the  special  methods  adopted  in  dealing  with  diphtheria 
which  had  been  so  prevalent  in  preceding  years  (see  table  page  69). 
It  is  sufficient  comment  on  the  efficacy  of  these  methods  to  remark 
that  the  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  for  1913  is  about  one-fourth 
of  the  average  number  of  cases  for  the  preceding  five  years  and 
that  the  Diphtheria  cases  number  less  than  one-eighth  of  the  same 
average. 

The  paragraphs  in  previous  Reports  mentioned  above  contain 
references  to  the  results  of  taking  swabs  of  ALL  children  attending 
a school  where  Diphtheria  has  occurred.  In  nO'  case  has  there  been 
any  further  outbreak  of  this  nature  since  these  swabbings  were 
performed. 

A furfher  illustration  of  the  efficacy  of  this  method  waiS 
furnished  at  Plolyport  Infants’  School  this  year.  In  the  month  of 
July  a child  attending  this  school  was  notified  as  suffering  from 
Diphtheria  and  had  probably  been  in  school  while  in  an  infectious 
state.  Swabs  for  microscopical  examination  were  immediately  taken 
of  all  the  infants  in  that  school  with  the  result  that  out  of  the  30 
swabs  taken,  3 were  found  to  contain  the  Diphtheria  germ.  These 
three  children  were  placed  under  the  care  of  the  family  doctor 
until  free  from  infectiiont.  ’No  farther  case  of  Diphtheria  has 
occurred  in  that  district. 

Acting  on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
District  Council  made  arrangements  in  1912  with  the  Clinical 
Research  Association,  London,  for  the  Microscopical  examination 
of  swabs  for  diphtheria  bacilli,  sputum  for  tubercle  bacilli,  and 
blood  for  Widal’s  test  for  typhoid  fever.  Outfits  for  collection 
and  transmission  of  specimens  by  post  have  been  supplied  to  all 
medical  practitioners  in  the  district,  while  the  cost  of  examination 
and  report  on  the  specimens  is  defrayed  by  the  Council.

ISOLATION  OF  PATIENTS. 

Patients  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria  may  be 
received  into'  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital,  Maidenhead,  while 
tho  se  suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever  may  be  admitted  toi  the  Cottage 
Hospital  at  Maidenhead. 

Where  a patient  can  be  satisfaetorily  isolated  at  home  andi 
provided  with  proper  nursing  and  attendance,  removal  to  the  Cottage 
Hospital  is  not  insisted  upoh. 
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As  a rule  no  difficulty  is  experienced  in  removal  to  hospital, 
but  the  D istrict  Council  reserve  the  right  to  make  a charge 
against  the  parents  or  employers  of  patients  toiwards  maintenance 
at  the  hospital. 

Five  of  the  eight  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  two  of  the  four 
cases  of  Diphtheria  were  removed  to  hospital. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

On  the  whole  this  district  is  well  supplied  with  mains 
belonging  to  water  companies.  Wiffi  the  exception  of  Hurley 
village  and  a number  of  isolated  houses  here  and  there,  all  are 
Within  reasonable  distance  of  tliese  public  supplies. 

In  the  Report  for  1912  (page  54)  a table  was  given  showing 
the  number  of  houses  in  each  parish  supplied  with  water  from 
private  wells  and  water  companies,  for  the  years  1911  and  1912,

At  Paley  Street,  in  White  Waltham  parish,  there  are  some 
ten  or  twelve  dwelling  houses  and  a large  farm  siituated  along 
about  half-ia-m'ile  of  the  roiad,  all  of  which  are  in  need  of  n 
reliable  water  supply.  In  all,  9 samples  of  water  have  been  taken 
in  this  locality  since  1912,  and  of  these  6 have  proved  toi  be 
polluted.  One  of  the  samples  taken  from  a spring  was  good  as 
judged  by  results  of  analysis,  but  seeing  that  cattle  have  access  to 
the  spring  it  cannot  be  regarded  as  a 'satisfactory  sourbe  for 
household  purposes.  Two  samples  taken  at  different  dates  at  the 
farm  mentioned  above  proved  to  be  considerably  polluted.  The 
second  sample  was  taken  after  the  well  had  been  cleaned  out  and 
repaired  and  showed  but  little  improvement  on  the  first  sample. 
This  is  not  surprising  seeing  that  the  well  is  of  the  shallow  type 
and  v/ithiin  a few  feet  of  the  farm  yard  which  is  full  of  manure. 

In  the  other  Instances,  Where  the  water  supply  has  been 
adversely  reported  upon,  a fresh  supply  from  the  public  mains  has 
been  laid  on. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  Report  for  1912  (page  54)  to  the 
lack  of  an  adequate  and  proper  water  supply  in  the  hamlet  of 
Warren  Row  in  the  parish  of  Hurley.  fThis  has  now  been, 
remedied  and  a supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Maidenhead  Water 
Company  is  available. 

In  all,  96  premises  in  this  district  have  had  a supply  laid  on 
by  the  Maidenhead  Water  Company,  and  7 by  the  Great  Marlovi^ 
Water  Company. 
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The  extensions  of  water  mains  during  1913,  comprise:  — 

18  yards  along  the  Bath  Road,  Highway  Estate,  in  the  parish 
of  Cookham. 

1542  yards  to  Warren  Row  in  the  parish  of  Hurley. 

60  yards  at  Littlewiek  Green  on  the  borders  of  White 
Waltham  and  Hurley  parishes. 

In  the  course  of  a house-to-house  inspection  in  certain  locali- 
ties during  the  past  year  tlie  Inspector  of  Nuisances  made  a special 
note  of  the  water  supplies  as  follows  : — 

1. — COX  GREEN,  in  the  parish  of  Bray. — 

There  are  59  Cottages  in  this  locality.  The  tenants  of  17 
cottages  obtain  their  v/ater  supply  for  drinking  and  domestic  pur- 
poses from  the  mains  of  the  Maidenhead  Water  Company,  6 
cottages  from  tube  wells,  and  36  from  draw  wells.  These  draw 
wells  are  roughly  constructed  of  flints  and  brickwork,  circular  in 
form  and  covered  Ayith  wiooiden  lids  flush  with  the  surr^oundiing 
ground.  The  total  number  of  wells  is  24,  4 of  which  are  tube 
wells,  4 are  fitted  with  suction  pumps,  and  16  are  wells  with 
windlasses. 

IL-LITTLEWICK  GREEN,  in  the  parishes  of  Hurley  and 
White  Waltham.— 

In  this  locality  there  are  58  Cottages  (excluding  large  resi- 
dences). With  one  exception  ail  the  others  obtain  a water  supply 
from  the  mains  of  the  Maidenhead  Water  Company.  The  remain- 
ing cottage  has  a draw-well. 

Ill -PINKNEY’S  GREEN,  in  the  parish  of  Cookham.- 

Witiiin  the  locality  extending  from  Town  Hall  Cottages  on 
the  east  side  toi  Darling’s  Lane  on  the  west,  and  from  Pinkney’s 
Green  Road  on  the  south  to.  Orchard  Cottages  on  the  north,  there 
are  56  Cottages  (large  residences  excluded).  All  theise  arei  supplied 
with  water  from  the  mains  of  the  Maidenhead  Water  Company. 

DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

In  previous  Reports  (1910  pp.  115 — 117;  1911  pp.  38 — 39; 
1912  pp.  56—57)  the  results  of  detailed  inspections  as  to  disposal 
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of  Flouse  Refuse  in  tiiie  folloi\v!mg  localities,  viz.,  Villagie  of 
Cookliam,  Village  of  Bray,  Warren  Row,  and  North  Town,  were 
given.  A siiniilar  regord  has  been  made  by  tjie  Inspector  o'| 
Nuisances  for  (1)  Cox  Green,  (2)  Littlewick  Green,  and  (3) 
Pinkney’s  Green. 

The  Report  reads:  — 

I.-COX  GREEN,  in  the  Parish  of  Bray. — 

In  this  locality  there  are  59  Cottages  with  a total  number  of 
26  Water  Closets,  15  Pail  Closets,  18  Privies  with  cesspits,  and 
at  least  21  Cesspools. 

All  the  cottages,  with  the  exception  of  a row  of  six  cottages 
which  have  a small  piece  of  ground  at  the  east  end  of  the  row 
upon  which  the  house  refuse  is  deposited  and  removed  periodically 
by  the  owner,  have  gardens  varying;  approximately  as  follows  : — 

Three  Cottages — 18  feet  m front. 

One  Cottage — 30  feet  in  front. 

Four  Cottages — 38  feet  in  front  and  48  feet  at  the  rear. 

Thirteen  Cottages — 50  feet  to  70  feet;  and 

Thirty-two  Cottages — 70  feet  and  upwards  in  length. 

The  width  of  such  gardens  may  generally  be  taken  a's  equal  to 
the  full  frontage  or  width  of  the  dwellings.  At  all  the  premises, 
with  the  exception  of  a few  cases  where  the  refuse  is  periodically 
removed  by  the  owners,  the  organic  refuse  is  either  burnt  in  the 
kitchen  fires,  given  to  domestic  animals  or  disposed  of  on  the 
tenants’  gardens  and  allotments.  The  inorganic  refuse  is  disposed 
of  on  the  gardens  and  allotments. 

The  sink  drainage  from  37  Cottages  discharges  into  Cesspools, 
Twenty-two  Cottages  have  no  drainage,  and  the  waste  waters 
(v/ith  the  exception  of  four  Cottages  from  which  the  waste  waters 
are  disposed  of  on  a piece  of  ground  at  the  roadside  \yithin  the 
boundary  of  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead)  are  disposed  of  on  their 
gardens.  A fev/  local  persons  undertake  to  empty  cesspools  and 
cesspits,  the  contents  of  which  are  either  disposed  of  on  the  gardens 
and  allotments  or  carted  away  and  spread  on  arable  land. 
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II. -LITTLEWICK  GREEN,  in  the  parishes  of  Hurley  and 

White  Waltham.- 

In  this  locality  there  are  58  Cottages  (large  residences  not 
Included)  with  a total  number  of  7 Water  Closets,  31  Pail  Closets, 
20  Privies  with  cesspits,  and  at  least  22  Cesspools. 

Forty-four  Cottages  are  provided  with  large  gardens,  9 with 
small  gardens,  and  5 wiilh  no  garden  ground  attached  toi  thd 
dwellings.  All  the  inhabitants  of  this  locality,  with  the  exception 
of  those  who  have  large  gardens,  have  allotment  ground.  At  all 
the  premises  the  organic  refuse  is  said  to  be  eiither  burnt,  given  to 
domestic  animals,  or  disposed  of  on  the  gardens  or  allotments.  The 
inorganic  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  the  gardens  and  allotments. 

The  sink  drainage  of  36  Cottages  discharges  into  cesspools 
which  are  periodically  emptied  by  the  tenants  and  owners,  also  the 
cesspits,  the  contents  of  which  are  disposed  of  on  the  gardens  or 
taken  av/ay  and  spread  on  arable  land. 

Twenty-two  Cottages  have  no  drainage — the  waste  waters  are 
disposed  of  on  the  gardens.  In  both  localities  (Cox  Green  and 
Littlewick  Green)  the  gardens  were  exceptionally  free  from  con- 
gestion due  to  the  disposal  of  refuse  matters  compared  with  what 
has  been  noticed  in  other  parts  of  the  district. 

III. -PINKNEY’S  GREEN,  in  the  parish  of  Cookham.- 

on  the  East  to  Darling’s  Lane  on  the  West,  and  from 
Pinkney’s  Green  Road  on  the  South  tO'  Orchard  Cottages 
on  the  North. — 

Within  this  locality  there  are  56  Premfises  (all  large  houses 
excluded)  with  a number  of  21  Water  Closets,  11  Hand-flushed 
Water  Closets,  4 Pail  Closets,  21  Privies  with  cesspits,  and  at 
least  28  Cesspools.  Twenty-four  premises  possess  small  gardens, 
30  to  60  feet  in  length,  afad  24  premfsejs  hafvfe  gardens  varying 
from  60  feet  to  160  feet  and  upwards  in  length.  The  width  of 
such  gardens  may  be  taken  as  equal  to  the  full  frontage  or  width 
of  the  dwellings.  Seven  Cottages  have  no  kitchen  gardens,  and 
one  Cottage  has  no  ground  at  all. 
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The  sink  drainage  of  44  oromises  discharges  into  cesspools, 
12  premises  have  noi  drainage,  the  waste  waters  being  disposed  of 
on  the  gardens. 

At  nearly  all  the  cottages  the  information  was  given  that  the 
ashes  are  dispoised  of  on  the  gardens  and  the  veg!etable  refuse 
burnt  in  the  kitchen  fires. 

Apparently  a large  amount  of  tin  pots,  cans,  bottles,  and  other 
refuse  is  disposed  of  in  pits,  and  among  the  bushes  on  the  Thicket. 

SCAVENGING. 

Following  a recommendation  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  1912,  the  Rural  District  Council  resolved  to  undertake 
periodic  removal  of  house  refuse  (trade  and  garden  refuse  being 
excluded)  m the  more  densely  populated  parts  of  the  district. 

In  the  beginning  of  January,  1913,  the  scheme  which  was 
described  in  the  Report  for  1912  (page  55)  was  inaugurated.  It 
need  hardly  be  said  that  the  system  is  much  appreciated  by  the 
inhabitants,  and  though  the  scheme  was  originally  put  forward  by 
the  Council  in  a tentative  manner  it  may  now  be  regarded  as  a 
permanent  institution. 

There  is  no  question  now  as  to  whether  it  shall  be  continued, 

but  on  the  contrary  what  is  the  best  way  to  carry  it  on.  It  is  a 

matter  for  early  consideration  whether  the  Council  themselves  shall 
purchase  suitable  vehicles  and  establish  a scavenging  staff  or 
continue  to  let  the  work  out  by  yearly  contract  as  hitherto.  Without 
a doubt  the  form.er  v/ould  be  the  more  economical  and  satisfactory 
method. 

The  system  is  nominally  under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisances  to  whom  all  communications  relating  to  this  service 
should  be  addressed. 

The  rubbish  which  is  collected  is— as  a rule — dumped  in  old 

gravel  pits  in  the  district  well  away  from  habitations,  but  is  not 

burnt  or  covered  over  with  soil. 

A report  on  the  year’s  working,  as  prepared  by  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisances,  is  set  out  below,— ^ j i

Cookham  Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  the  following  particulars  as  to 
Scavenging  from  the  First  week  in  January  to  the  last  week  in 
December,  1913.  The  total  number  of  loads  collected  is  706|, 
which  is  equal  tO'  1,554  cubic  yards  of  house  refuse  remo<ved,. 
During  January,  February  and  March  118  loads  were  collected, 
208J  loads  in  April,  May  and  June,  226J  loads  in  July,  August 
and  September,  and  153f  loads  in  October,  November  and  Dec- 
ember, 1913.  The  cost  per  load  in  District  Noi.  1 is  6/9 ’6  or 
2/9:4  per  cubic  yard.  In  Districts  No.  2 & 3,  5/7*7  per  load  or 
1/11*4  per  cubic  yard.  In  District  No.  4,  5/0*7  per  load  or  3/5 
per  cubic  yard.  It  will  thus  be  seen  from  the  following  table  that 
District  No'.  4 costs  the  least  per  load,  but  the  most  per  cubic 
yard.  That  Districts  Nos.  2 and  3 the  least  per  cubic  yard,  and 
District  No.  1 the  most  per  load.  With  regard  to^  the  question 
whether  it  is  necessary  to  continue  the  collection  of  house  refuse  in 
future  twice  a week  between  the  26th  of  March  and  the  29th  of 
September,  1 have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  it  is  necessary,  and 
that  Cliveden  Mead  Road,  Maidenhead  Court,  should  be  included 
in  next  year’s  contract.  The  Scavenging  Districts  diulmg  the  past

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DRAINAGE. 

There  is,  as  yet,  nO'  sewerage  system  in  any  part  of  this 
district.  The  lack  of  tliis — the  only  satisfactory  means  of  d'lsposing 
of  waste  water  and  slops — is  most  felt  in  the  larger  villages,  e.^., 

Cookham  (population  [1911]  4,915);  Bray  [1911]  3,409)  and  at 
places  like  Maidenhead  Court,  Highway  Estate  and  Furze  Platt, 
which  border  on  the  boundary  of  Maidenhead  Borough.  It  is 
certainly  an  anomalous  state  of  affairs  that  houses  on  one  side  of  a 
roadway,  being  wiiihin  the  Borough,  enjoy  the  amenitjies  of  a 
sewerage  system,  while  similar  houses  on  the  rural  side  have  no 
satisfactory  means  of  disposing  of  their  dralinage.  No  one  who 
has  read  the  carefully  conupiled  reports  of  tlie  Inspector  of 
Nuisances  on  this  subject  wHiich  have  appeared  in  the  Annual' 
Report  for  the  past  four  years  could  deny  that  the  time  is  nolw 
ripe  for  a comprehensive  system  of  sewerage  for  these  parts  of 
the  district  which  are  practically  urban  in  character. 

Again,  it  is  well-known  locally  that  the  present  condiitlons  of 
disposing  of  the  drainage  of  houses  are  highly  unsatisfactory.  Since 
the  introduction  of  a public  water  supply  in  Bray  and  Cookham 
old  wells  have  been  converted  into  cesspools  or  are  made  to  act 
as  overflow  reservoirs  for  existing  cesspools.  How  many  have 
been  dealt  wfth;  in  His  mauner  it  is  impossible  to  say,  for  nlO' 
reliable  information  on  this  po(lnt  is  obtainable.  Most,  if  not  all, 
of  the  cesspools  in  these  two  villages  are  not  watertight,  and  it  is 
no  uncommon  matter  tO'  find  that  the  cesspools  in  the  low-lying 
parts  of  these  two  villages  rise  and  fall  with  the  seasonal  variatfions 
in  the  height  of  the  river  Thames. 

With  a knowledge  pf  such  conditions  it  is  hardly  reasonable  to 
postpone  indefinitely  a sewerage  scheme  which  would  remove  this 
dangerous  state  of  affairs. 

Usually  the  chief  objection  to  a sewerage  scheme  is  the 
“expense,  ” but  a drainage  rate  in  the  oirdinary  course  cannot  be 
nearly  so  heavy  a burden  as  the  cost  of  emptying  cesspools,  etc., 
by  private  individuals. 

It  is  difficult  to  arrive  at  even  an  approximate  estimate  of  what 
is  at  present  being  spent  by  individual  tenants  in  having  the  contents 
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of  their  cesspools  pumped  out  and  disposed  of,  but  the  following 
table  gives  the  results  oif  inquiries  made  in  the  lower  part 
Cookham  village.

As  these  premises  may  be  taken  as  typical  of  the  neighbour- 
hood it  will  be  seen  that  the  carrying  out  orf  this  disagirieeabl'e 
process  is  both  inefficient  and  costly.  Difficulty  is  experienced  at 
times  in  finding  a suitable  place  to  deposit  the  contents  of  these 
cesspools.  As  a rule  they  are  disposed  of  on  gardens,  allotments, 
or  arable  land,  and  complaints  from  persons  living  near  are  not  by 
any  means  infrequent.  When  cesspools  are  emptied  by  local  con- 
tractors the  charge  varies  from  30/-  to  £3  per  cesspool  according 
to  the  time  occupied,  obviously  a tenant  or  owner  will  not  incur 
this  expense  oftener  than  he  is  obliged  to.  , t > 
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' HOUSING.

The  question  of  housing  acoommodation  for  the  working 
classes  in  this  distr|ict  is  rather  a difficult  one,  on  account  of  certain 
complicating  factors.  In  the  first  place  the  Rural  District  of 
Cookham  practically  surrounds  the  Borough  of  Maidenhead,  so  that 
there  is  a tendency  for  the  rural  labourers  to  gravitate  to  the  town 
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provided  his  work-place  can  be  reached  conveniently  by  means  ol  a 
bicycle.  This  proximity  to  a town  naturally  diminishes  to  some 
extent  the  demand  for  dwellings  for  the  labouring  class  in  the  rural 
part  of  the  district.  Coupled  with  this  is  the  fact  that  the  Census 
returns  show  a very  small  increase  in  the  rural  areasy— liin  two 
instances  even  a decrease — Awhile  the  population  of  the  larger 
villages  has  considerably  Increased.  On  the  other  hand  many 
cottages,  particularly  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Cookham  and  Bray, 
are  used  as  (summer  residences  fer  visitors  during  the  River 
Season,  and  there  are  several  instances  of  old-fashioned  cottages 
having  been  bought  up,  renovated  and  re-fitted  to  suit  this  class  of 
tenant. 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  during  the  inter-censal  period 
as  shown  by  the  table  on  page  90  is  considerably  greater  than  one 
would  expect  from  the  increase  in  population  in  the  corresponding 
period.  This  fact,  however,  does  not  help  towards  a definite 
answer  to  the  primary  question,  for  a large  proportion  of  these  new 
dwellings  are  intended  for  habitation  by  well-to-doi  persons,  and 
the  number  of  these  new  buildings,  which  would  let  at  a rental  of 
less  than  5/-  per  week,  is  very  small. 

A cursory  survey  of  the  district  was  made  recently  to  determine 
if  there  were  many  empty  houses  suitable  for  the  labouring  class. 
The  results  were: — In  or  near  the  village  of  Waltham  St. Lawrence 
6;  Oakley  Green,  Sturt  Green,  and  Fifield  (Parish  of  Bray)  2 in 
each;  and  one  each  in  Forest  Green,  Pinkneys  Green,  Furze  Platt, 
North  Town  Court,  and  Cookham  Village.  Total  17,  of  which  3 
were  then  under  repair.

Work  under  this  Act  iias  been  actively  carried  on  during  the 
past  year.  InspectiiOfns  in  the  first  instance  are  made  by  tlio 
Inspector  of  Nuisances  who  has  been  designated  as  an  offi  cer  to  carry 
out  the  work  required  by  the  Act,  under  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  Minor  defects  have  been  dealt  with  by  informal 
notices,  but  on  premises  where  major  defects  are  found,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  has  also  made  an  inspection  and  reported  to  the 
District  Council,  w'ho  have  in  all  cases  taken  the  necessary  steps  to 
remedy  the  conditions  reported  against.  A

A record  of  every  inspection  has  been  entered  into  the  Record 
Books  and  submitted  to  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Committee,  to- 
gether with  detailed  reports  thereon,  previous  tO'  any  action  being 
taken.  As  this  Committee  meets  at  somewhat  irregular  anH  in- 
frequent intervals  there  is  often  considerable  delay  between  the 
time  of  inspection  and  the  service  of  notices  requiring  remedial' 
works.  For  example,  in  1913  this  Committee  met  only  five  times, 
on  the  16th  of  May,  4th  of  June,  16th  of  July,  5th  of  November, 
and  3rd  of  December,  respectively.  Other  sanitary  matters  are 
dealt  with  at  the  usual  fortnightly  meetings  of  the  District  Council, 
and  it  would  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  and  economy  of  the  work 
done  in  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  the  Housing,  Town. 
Planning,  &c.  Act  if  these  matters  were  put  on  the  agenda  for  the 
usual  meetings  of  the  District  Council.

During  the  year  1913  one  bakehouse  at  Warren  Row  has  been 
demolished.  Two  new  Bootmakers  and  one  Joinery  business  have 
been  added  to  the  Register.

Regulations  of  the  District  Council  relating  tO'  Dairies,  Cow- 
sheds and  Milkshops  (made  in  pursuance  of  the  Orders  of  that 
name,  1885-1899).  These  have  been  in  force  since  1893. 

A nevv^  series  of  Bye-Laws  for  this  district  are  under  con- 
sideration. Those  in  force  at  present  are  too  restrictive  for  a 
rural  district.  In  this  connection  two  inspectors  from  the  Local 
Government  Board  visited  the  district  in  September.  As  a result 
of  their  visit  and  of  a previous  interview  with  representatives  of 
the  Local  Government  Board  it  has  been  decided  to  divide  the 
district  into*  two  sections,  one  including  the  village  of  Bray,  the 
groups  of  houses  bordering  on  the  boundary  of  the  Borough  of 
Maidenhead,  and  the  village  of  Cookham,  tO'  which  are  the  Inter- 
mediate Series  of  the  Board’s  Model  Byelaws  should  apply  and 
the  other  including  the  more  rural  part  of  the  district  to<  which  the 
Rural  Scries  should  apply. 
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INSPECTOR  OF  NUISANCES. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Coleman  was  appointed  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and 
Building  Surveyor  (for  wtiich  a separate  salary  is  paid)  in  1903. 
He  holds  the  certificates  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  and  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors’  Examination  Board  (London),  and  is  a member 
of  the  Institution  of  Municipal  Engineers.  He  also  holds  the 
certificate  for  Inspection  of  Meat  and  other  Foods  awarded  by  the 
Royal  Sanitary  Institute  (London).  His  duties  as  Sanitary 
Inspector  include  those  under  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc. 
Act  of  1909,  and  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901. 

No  clerical  assistance  or  travelling  expenses  are  allowed,  but 
an  office  at  Queen  Street  Chambers,  Maidenhead,  is  provided  and 
an  allowance  of  £20  per  annum  towards  the  upkeep  of  a motor- 
cycle which  he  himself  has  purchased.

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GENERAL  PHYSICAL  FEATURES. 

Eastkampstead  Rural  District  lies  immediately  tO'  the  south  of 
Gookham  Rural  District.  The  district  is  irregular  in  outline,  all 
the  boundaries  being  purely  artificial,  except  at  the  extreme  south- 
west which  is  marked  off  by  the  Blackwater  River. 

The  general  configuration  of  the  ground  is  undulating,  and 
most  of  the  bench  marks  lie  between  200  and  300  feet  above  mean 
sea  level,  the  highest  point  being  at  Ceesar’s  Camp  (416  feet). 

The  geological  formation  of  the  district  differs  greatly  in  the 
north  and  south  portions.  The  north  portion,  including  the  parishes 
of  Binfield,  Warfield,  Winkheld,  and  part  of  Eastkampstead,  is 
mostly  on  London  clay,  while  the  south  portion,  comprising  part  of 
Easthampstead,  Crowthorne,  Sandhurst,  and  the  eastern  extremity 
of  Winkfield,  lies  on  the  Bagshot  Sands. 

Throughout  the  whole  of  this  southern  portion  of  the  district 
a very  hard  impervious  crust — locally  known  as  a “ pan  ” — exists 
between  the  soil  and  subsoil.  It  varies  in  thickness  from  about 
2 to  10  or  12  inches,  and  is  irregularly  placed  at  depths  varying 
from  a few  inches  t,o  3 or  more  feet  below  the  surface.  On  account 
of  the  impervious  nature  of  this  pan,  the  hollows  and  low  lying 
parts  of  the  district  readily  become  water-logged  in  wet  weather  as 
there  is  no  free  drainage  of  the  surface  soil  through  it. 

In  conformity  with  the  nature  of  the  soil  just  described,  the 
vegetation  of  the  north  and  south  portion  of  the  district  is  in  marked 
contrast,  the  former  being  mainly  cultivated  or  in  pasturage, 
while  the  latter  is  almost  entirely  covered  with  extensive  pine 
woods  and  heath.

POPULATION. 

I he  population  as  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1913  isl'75932 
while  the  corresponding  estimate  for  1912  was  17,760.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  estimate  it  is  assumed  that  the  population  of  the 
large  institutions  in  this  district  have  remained  the  same  as  recorded 
in  the  Census  of  1911.  The  estimated  increase  from  mid-year 
1912  to  mid-year  1913  is  172,  while  the  natural  increase,  i.e., 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  130,  leaving  a balance  of  42,  which 
may  be  taken  as  indicative  of  the  number  of  immigrants  in  excess 
of  that  of  emigrants.  The  population  as  enumerated  at  the  Census 
of  1911  was  17,548,  while  that  of  the  previous  Census  was  15,757, 
so  that  in  the  mter-censal  period  there  was  an  actual  increase  of 
1,791.  The  greater  part  of  this  increase  is  due  to  the  development 
of  the  villages  in  the  parishes  of  Crowtiiorne  and  Sandhurst,  in 
which,  during  the  period  1901-1911,  the  population  rose  from  3,185 
to  3,936  (increase  751),  and  2,386  to  3,265  (increase  879) 

respectively.  Similarly  in  Easthampstead  parish  there  was  an 
increase  of  251.  On  the  other  hand,  in  the  parishes  of  Winkheld 
and  Warfield  there  was  a decrease  of  50  and  60  respectively,  while 
in  Binfield  the  increase  amounted  only  to  20.  The  growth  in 
population  of  the  various  parishes  is  shown  in  the  table  below. —

BIRTHS. 

There  were  306  births  registered  as  having  taken  place  within 
this  district  in  1913.  None  of  these  were  transferable  to  other 
districts,  but  twO‘  illegitimate  births  which  took  place  elsewhere  are 
attributable  tO'  this  district,  so  that  the  Net  nismbcF  of  BirtKs 
is  508,  whi  ch  gives  a Net  Birt!i-"rate  of  17*18  per  thousand! 
of  estimated  population.

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  this  district  in  1913 
is  189,  an  increase  of  32  on  the  oorresponding  figure  for  1912. 
This  number  has  to  'be  “corrected”  by  adding  the  deaths  of 
residents  who'  died  elsewhere,  vi.z.,  15,  and  subtracting  those  of 
non-residents  who  died,  say,  in  one  or  other  of  the  institutions; 
these  amounted  to  26,  so  that  the  net  correction  is  minus  11. 

The  net  number  of  deaths  credited  to  this  district  is  therefore 
178,  which  gives  a Net  Dcatli^'rate  of  9 “93  per  thousand 
of  estimated  population.

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Affections  of  the  Lungs  accounted  for  27  deaths,  of  which  11 
occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  and  5j  4 and  7 in  thei 
succeeding  quarters  respectively. 

Phthisis  (Consumption)  was  the  certified  cause  of  8 deaths, 
and  other  forms  of  tuberculous  disease  of  7,  making  a total  of  15.

DEATHS  IN  INSTITUTIONS  AND  TRANSFERRED 

DEATHS. 

In  Broadmoor  Asylum  there  were  41  deaths,  of  which  25  were 
transferable  to  other  districts,  but  the  remaining  16  not  having  any 
previous  fixed  residence  or  for  other  reasons  cannot  be  transferred, 
must  be  included  among  the  deaths  in  the  parish  of  Crowthorne. 
(See  Report  for  1912,  page  71). 

In  the  Poor  Law  Institution  there  were  18  deaths,  none  of 
which  were  transferable. 

The  only  other  death  transferable  outwards  (making  a total 
of  26)  was  a case  of  a female  found  drowned  in  the  Blackwater.

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UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS. 

In  two  cases  the  cause  of  death  was  not  certified  by  a medical 
practitioner  or  by  a Coroner  after  inquest.  One  was  an  infant  of 
three  months,  the  cause  of  whose  death  was  stated  to  be  Whooping 
Cough,  and  the  other  a"  female  of  77  years,  the  cause  of  death' 
being  given  as  Fleart  failure.” 

Inquests  were  held  on  all  inmates  of  Broadmoor  Asylum  who 
died,  leaving  these  out  of  account  there  were  6 inquests  as  to  the 
cause  of  death  in  respect  of  residents,  the  findings  being.  Suicide  2, 
Found  drowned  1,  Heart  failure  1,  Scalding  1,  Accident  1. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age 
amounted  to  23,  which  gives  an  IiifaJit  Mortality  Hate  of 
74-67  per  thousand  births. 

This  is  practically  double  the  rate  for  the  previous  year,  which 
was  remarkably  low.  Viz.,  36' 30  iper  thousand,  but  about  the 
average  for  the  previous  ten  years,  which  is  72-69  per  thousand. 
(See  Table  A.  page  114). 

Seven  out  of  these  23  deaths  occurred  within  the  first  month 
of  life  and  were  attributed  to  such  causes  as  Injury  at  Bir'th, 
Premature  Birth,  Congenital  Malformations,  and  ” Wasting.” 

Among  infants  dying  between  ihe  ages  of  one  month  and  one 
year,  3 died  of  Measles,  2 of  Whooping  Cougjh,  1 of  Scarlei^ 
Fever,  1 of  Tuberculous  Meningitis,  2 of  Bronchitis,  2 of  Diarrhceal 
diseases,  4 of  “Wasting,”  and  1 of  Congenital  Malformation. 

One  was  the  subject  of  a Coroner’s  Inquest,  the  cause  of 
death  being  injury  at  birth.  There  were  nO'  deaths  among  the 
illegitimate  infants.

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Scarlet  Fever— A large  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
were  notified  in  tbe  Autumn  of  1913 — no  less  than  24  being  notified 
between  22nd  September  and  31st  December,  as  compared  with 
11  in  the  previous  part  of  that  year,  while  13  out  of  the  35  cases 
not  ified  were  scholars  attending  Crowthorne  Schools.  The  outbreak 
was  of  a mild  type,  and  in  all  probability  there  were  a number  of 
miss  ed  cases  which  served  as  a focus  of  infection,  and  of  those 
notified  especially  in  certain  families,  several  were  in  the  peeling 
stage  before  a medical  practitioner  was  called  in.  One  family 
had  no  less  than  5 cases,  two  families  had  3,  and  five  families  had 
2 cases,  so  that  eight  families  altogether  accounted  for  21  cases, 
thus  showing  that  the  outbreak  was  due  to  infection  at  home  rather 
than  in  school. 


Only  one  death  occurred,  that  being  an  infant  of  7 months  of 


age. 


Diphtheria. — Six  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  and  one 
of  “Membranous  Croup.”  One  “carrier”  was  found  as  a result 
of  taking  Swabs  in  a school  where  an  actual  case  had  occurred, 
but  is  not  included  among  the  cases  notified. 


Three  cases  occurred  in  Bracknell  about  the  same  time,  and 
two  of  them  were  scholars  attending  the  same  school.  Another  case 
occurred  within  the  precincts  of  the  Royal  Military  College  and 
was  immediately  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Aldershot. 
Two  of  the  other  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
Maidenhead. 


Enteric  Fever  (Typhoid). — ^^One  case  was  notified  in  Nov- 
ember in  the  parish  of  Wrnkfield,  but  a Widal  test  on  the  blood  of 
the  patient  proved  negative,  the  notification,  however,  was  not 
withdrawn. 

No  cases  of  Erysipelas,  Puerperal  Fever,  &c.,  were  notified. 

Phthisis. — Twenty-two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and 
one  of  tuberculous  disease  of  the  spine  (Psoas  Abscess)  were 
notified.

Out  of  Ae  22  notified  cases  of  Phthisis  4 died  in  the  course 
of  the  year,  but  Aere  were  4 other  deaths  from  this  cause  which 
were  not  notified.  Assuming  Aat  the  same  death-rate  obtains  in 
the  two  groups,  it  would  seem  that  only  half  of  the  cases  have  yet 
been  notified.  The  interval  between  death  and  notification  in  the 
cases  which  were  notified  was  very  short,  being  respectively  1,  8, 
9 and  32  days. 

There  were  7 deaths  during  the  year  from  other  forms  of 
tuberculosis,  none  of  Which  were  notified. 

It  appears,  therefore,  Aat  practitioners  in  attendance  on  cases 
of  tuberculosis  do  not  invariably  notify  them  in  spite  of  the  fact 
all  practising  in  this  district  have  been  supplied  with  copies  of  the 
regulations  and  books  of  forms  for  the  purpose  of  notifying. 

A complete  list  of  all  cases  notified  during  1913  is  appended, 
together  with  the  main  particulars  relating  to  each.

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NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  only  sources  available  for  information  as  to  the  pirevalence- 
of  such  infectious  diseases  as  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Chicken 
Pox,  &c.,  are  the  death  returns  of  the  local  Registrars  and  the 
returns  as  to  infectious  diseases  in  school  sent  by  the  head  teachers 
to  the  School  Medical  Olficer.  The  following  remarks  relating  to 
these  diseases  are  based  on  the  information  conveyed  from  these 
sources. 

Measles. — Binfield,  Sandhurst,  Crowthorne,  and  Winkheld 
were  the  parishes  affected,  Crowthorne  C.E.  Infants’  School  being 
closed  for  a period  of  three  weeks  in  January,  and  Cranbourne 
Ranelagh  for  six  weeks  from  February  to  April,  on  account  of  the 
prevalence  of  Measles. 

There  were  four  deaths  from  Measles,  3 infants  under  1 year, 
and  one  boy  of  13,  twO'  of  these  were  in  the  parish  of  Sandhurst 
and  one  each  in  the  parishes  of  Binfield  and  Crowthorne. 

Whooping  Cough. — This  disease  was  most  prevalent  in 
Binfield  where  the  Church  of  England  School  was  closed  for  three 
weeks  in  April  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  Whooping  Cough. 
Several  cases  were  also  notified  from  schools  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Bracknell.  Three  children  died  from  this  disease,  one  each  in 
the  parishes  of  Binfield,  Winkfield,  and  Sandhurst.  Two  were 
infants  under  one  year  of  age,  and  one  of  the  age  of  2 years. 

Chicken  Pox.— Bracknell  was  the  district  most  affected,  no 
less  than  78  cases  being  notified  from  schools  in  that  area. 

Mumps. — The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  prevalence  of  Mumps 
for  76  cases  were  notified  from  the  same  schools. 

A tabular  statement  showing  the  number  of  children  excluded 
from  school  for  these  and  similar  diseases  is  given  below. — •

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PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Arrangements  have  now  been  completed  with  the  Corporation 
of  Maidenhead  to  receive  into  their  Isolation  Hospital  any  case  of 
Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria  from  any  part  of  this  district,  upon 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  certifying  that  removal  is  necessary. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1913  the  only  cases  which  have  been  removed 
were  two  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  one  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

All  premises  in  which  notifiable  infectious  diseases  occur  are 
disinfected  by  the  Local  Authority  free  of  charge. 
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In  June,  1913,  acting  on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  the  District  Council  made  arrangements  with  the  Clinical 
Research  Association,  London,  for  the  bacteriological  examination 
of  Swabs  for  Diphtheria,  Blood  for  Typhoid,  and  Sputum  for 
Tubercle.  Outfits  for  the  collection  and  transmission  by  post  of 
specimens  were  sent  to  all  the  medical  men  practising  in  the  district, 
together  with  a circular  letter  explaining  the  arrangements. 

The  advantage  of  being  able  to  have  a large  number  of  Swabs 
microscopically  examined  when  cases  of  Diphtheria  occur  'in  a 
School — as  is  possible  by  the  arrangement  mentioned  above — was 
proved  shortly  after  the  negotiations  were  completed. 

A case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  Warfield  School  just  before 
the  summer  holidays.  As  this  case  had  been  attending  school  while 
in  an  infectious  condition.  Swabs  to  the  number  of  26  were  taken 
of  scholars  in  the  same  class-room  as  the  patient.  One  of  these 
proved  to  be  carrying  the  Diphtheria  germ  and  was  immediately 
excluded  from  school  and  put  under  medical  care  until  free  from 
infection. 

No  further  cases  have  occurred  in  that  district.  (See  also 
Report  for  1912,  page  50).

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Four  Water  Companies,  namely,  the  South-West  Suburban 
Water  Company,  the  Frimley  and  Farnborough  Water  Company, 
die  Wokingham  Water  Company,  and  to  a limited  extent,  the 
Maidenhead  Water  Company,  have  mains  running  through  this 
district.  Ail  the  more  populous  parts  are  within  easy  reach  of 
these  mains,  and  most  of  the  houses  are  supplied  by  one  or  other 
of  these  Companies. 

In  the  Report  for  1911  (page  52)  a general  description  of 
the  Water  Supply  fn  this  district  was  given  and  need  not  be  repeated 
here.  In  the  Report  for  1912  (page  77)  reference  was  made  to 
the  lack  of  a proper  supply  of  wholesome  water  in  the  locality 
known  as  Westley  Mill,  in  :the  parish  of  Binheld,  and  at  New  Road 
and  Albion  Road,  in  Sandhurst.  In  the  former  locality,  owing  to 
its  distance  from  existing  water  mains,  the  low  value  of  the  cottages 
and  their  being  scattered  over  a considerable  area,  the  cost  of  a 
public  supply  proved  prohibitive,  so  that  the  only  course  left  was 
to  improve  or  re-construct  existing  wells.  In  the  course  of  the  year 
this  re-construction  of  wells  was  carried  out  under  supervision  of 
the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  now  each  cottage  has  a satisfactory  well. 
Twenty-three  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  different  wells  in 
New  Road  and  Albion  Road,  Sandhurst.  Nineteen  of  these  proved, 
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on  chemical  analysis,  to  be  polluted,  while  the  results  of  the 
remaining  four  were  hardly  sufficient  to  condemn  the  water.  A 
water  main  of  the  Frimley  and  Farnborough  Company  has  now 
been  extended  along  these  two  roads,  and  all  the  houses  with  the 
exception  of  two  where  the  well  water  was  not  condemned,  have 
been  connected  up  and  the  wells  abolished. 

In  the  hamlet  of  Ciiavey  Down,  in  the  parish  of  Winkfield, 
complaints  were  made  of  a deficient  water  supply.  The  District 
Council  communicated  wi  th  the  South-West  Suburban  Company — 
which  supplies  this  area,  with  the  result  that  a large  water  tower 
was  erected.  Since  it  has  been  in  operation  no  further  complaints 
have  been  received  and  the  householders  there  have  now  a constant 
supply. 

Similar  complaints  were  received  from  certain  parts  of  the 
village  of  Crowthorne,  where  the  supply  was  said  to  have  been  cut 
off  for  several  hours  each  day.  The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  was 
instructed  to  interview  the  Secretary  of  the  Frimley  and  Farn- 
borough Water  Company,  which  supplies  this  village,  with  a view 
to  ascertaining  the  cause  of  the  intermittent  supply,  and  also  whether 
the  Company  will  take  steps  to  increase  the  supply  when  the  pro- 
jected drainage  scheme  is  in  operation,  on  account  of  the  additional 
water  required  for  flushing  cisterns.  It  was  promised  that  the 
matter  would  receive  the  attention  of  the  Company,  who  would  take 
the  necessary  steps  tO'  provide  an  adequate  supply. 

At  Stroud’s  Copse,  in  the  parish  of  Wiarheld’,  four 
cottages  were  found  to  be  without  a satisfactory  water  supply,  in 
fact  they  were  entirely  dependent  on  rain  water  for  domestic 
use.  These  cottages  are  in  the  area  supplied  by  the  Wokingham 
Company,  but  a long  distance  from  any  of  ffie  mains  of  that 
Company.  They  are,  however,  within  a quarter-of-a-mile  of  a small 
mam  which  the  Maidenhead  Company  have  laid  by  permission  in 
tills  locality.  Negotiations  are  being  carried  on  between  the  District 
Council  and  the  two  Companies  concerned,  but  so  far  no  definite 
arrangement  has  been  amved  at.  Two  other  houses  in  this  parish 
have  been  supplied  in  the  course  of  the  year  by  extensions  from 
the  mains  of  the  Wokingham  Company.  , , 
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Samples  of  water  for  chemical  analyses  to  the  number  of  14 
were  taken,  the  results  being  incorporated  in  the  table  below. —

DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE.  ' 

On  tlie  first  of  January,  1912,  a general  scheme  for  the 
removal  of  house  refuse  throughout  the  whole  of  the  district  was 
inaugurated.  In  some  parts  this  scheme  met  with  considerable 
opposition  at  first,  but  that  soon  died  down,  and  now  that  thel 
householders  have  become  accustomed  to  the  advantages  of  a 
scavenging  cart  calling  regularly  to  remove  the  refuse  which  former- 
ly encumbered  their  gardens,  there  is  little  difficulty  experienced  in 
getting  them  to  place  the  refuse  in  receptacles  convenient  for' 
removal.  The  whole  of  the  work  is  done  by  contract,  the  contractor 
for  the  different  districts  being  responsible  for  the  supply  of  men, 
horses,  vehicles,  and  implements,  with  this  exception,  that  for  a 
time  the  Special  Drainage  Committee  for  Bracknell  supplied  one 
man  to  assist  the  scavengers  in  that  area,  but  this  has  now  been 
discontinued. 

The  whole  system  is  under  supervision  of  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances,  who  is  responsible  for  its  efficient  working. 
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The  refuse  collected  has  hitherto  been  dumped  in  old  gravel 
or  clay  pits,  for  some  of  which  a small  fee  is  paid,  or  disposed  of 
on  waste  land,  but  it  is  expected  that  during  the  ensuing  year 
arrangements  will  be  made  with  the  Down  Mill  Brick  Company  to 
accept  the  refuse  from  the  village  of  Bracknell  and  the  parishes  of 
Binfield  and  Easthampstead  for  destruction  in  their  furnaces. 

The  general  particulars  relating  tO'  this  work  are  embodied  in 
the  table  which  follows. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  cost  of  this  very  desirable  sanitary 
scheme  is  by  no  means  excessive.  (See  also  Report  for  1912, 
page  80).

DRAINAGE. 


I. — Bracknell. — 

At  present  the  only  portion  of  this  district  which  is  sewered 
is  the  village  of  Bracknell,  which  constitutes  a special  drainage 
area  within  the  parishes  of  Easthampstead,  Warfield  and  Winkheld. 

The  special  area  is  about  828  acres  in  extent,  and  includes 
some  714  premises,  of  which  the  population  is  estimated  to  be 
2,856.  There  are  also  three  Schools  within  the  area,  so^  that  in 
round  figures  the  number  of  persons  concerned  may  be  taken  as 

3000. 

In  the  beginning  of  1896,  connections  to  the  various  houses 
were  made,  and  ;at  the  present  time  there  are  663  premises  connected 
with  the  sewer,  of  which  10  have  only  the  sink  waste  connected, 
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wliile  51  are  not  connected  at  all.  Of  this  group  28  cannot  be 
dealt  with  because  of  their  great  distance  from  the  sewers,  and  6 
are  at  too  low  a level;  the  remaining  17  could  easily  be  connected. 
In  addition  to  the  above,  4 houses  which  stand  just  outside  the  area 
have  their  drainage  connected  to  the  sewer. 

The  outfall  works,  or  Sewage  Farm  as  it  is  termed,  is  situated 
about  a mile  to  the  West  of  Bracknell  village,  in  the  parish  of 
Easthampstead.  The  sewage  flows  West  and  East  of  Bracknell  by 
gravitation  to  the  Farm  and  Pumping  Station  at  Bay  Road,  Bull- 
brook,  ill  the  parish  of  Warfield,  respectively.  That  portion  which 
flows  Eastwards  to  Bullbrook  is  pumped  to  the  sewer  at  the  upper 
end  of  High  Street,  Bracknell,  and  flows  tlirough  the  mains  South 
of  Bracknell,  by  gravitation,  to  the  tanks  at  the  Sewage  Farm. 
That  portion  which  flows  West  directly  to  the  Farm  is  also  pumped 
to  the  tanks  which  are  situated  on  the  higher  ground  at  the  Farm. 
There  are  two  sets  of  settling  tanks,  one  for  the  sewage  which 
flowed  West,  and  one  for  that  which  was  pumped  from  Bullbrook. 

The  method  of  treatment  is  as  follows. — The  crude  sewage, 
after  screening,  is  allowed  to  flow  over  blocks  of  precipitant  into 
the  settling  tanks  where  it  is  allowed  to  clarify.  The  supernatant 
liquid  is  then  run  into  primary  and  secondary  contact  beds  of  coke 
breeze  and  clinker  in  which  it  remains  for  several  hours.  The 
effluent  is  then  distributed  on  land  which  is  under  drained  ov 
irrigated  through  osier  beds.  The  purified  effluent  collected  from 
the  subsoil  drains  is  discharged  into  a small  stream  which  enters  the 
Cut  ” near  the  Farm  and  finally  through  it  to  the  Thames. 

The  sludge  from  the  settling  tanks  is  run  into  bays  and  there 
dried.  When  sufficiently  dry  to  handle,  it  is  readily  sold  to  farmers 
for  manure,  so  that  no  difficulty  is  experienced  in  getting  rid  of  it. 
The  sale  of  osiers  which  are  grown  on  the  farm  furnishes  a con- 
siderable sum  annually  which  goes  towards  diminishing  the  cost  of 
the  undertaking. 

A recent  analysis  of  the  effluent  taken  at  the  out-flow  gave  the 
following  results. —

The  quantity  of  sewage  delivered  at  the  works  has  been  noticed 
in  recent  years,  tO'  be  largely  iRcrcased  during  wet  weather,  and  this 
extra  flow  becomes  more  and  more  each  year.  Latterly,  after  heavy 
rains,  it  has  been  more  than  the  pumps  could  deal  with.  It  was 
evident,  therefore,  that  large  quantities  of  surface  water  obtained 
access  to  the  sewers.  To  remedy  this  a minute  inspection  of  the 
whole  system  by  night  as  well  as  by  day  was  undertaken  by  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  a temporary  assistant  employed  for  that 
purpose.  As  a result  it  was  found  that  large  volumes  of  surface- 
water  enter  the  sewers  by  means  of  connections  from  roofs,  yards, 
&c.,  as  well  as  from  direct  leakage  into  the  sewer.  Many  of  these 
unauthorised  connections  have  now  been  cut  off,  an3  the  District 
Council  has  framed  Regulations  (under  Section  21  of  the  Public 
Flealth  Act,  1875)  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  this  and  other 
abuses  of  the  sewerage  system,  but  the  defect  is  by  no  moans  com- 
pletely remedied  yet.

To  deal  witli  tke  present  difficulty  the  Special  Drainage  Com- 
mittee have  recently  installed  two  new  5-inch  Centrifugal  Pumps — 
one  at  Bullhrooh,  and  one  at  the  Farm,  each  being  estimated 
capable  of  lifting  30,000  gallons  per  hour.  (The  pumps  in  use  at 
present  are  estimated  to  lift  3,500  gallons  per  hour).  The  Com- 
mittee are  also  installing  two  new  25  h.p.  Gas  Engines,  one  at  the 
Farm,  the  other  at  Bullbrook,  to  work  the  new  pumps. 

A loan  of  1,500  v/as  first  obtained  on  the  8th  of  November, 
1894,  for  this  sewerage  system,  and  other  smaller  loans  were 
obtained  from  time  to  time  bringing  the  total  up  to  £15,100.  Of 
this  amount  £6,826  has  been  repaid,  leaving  an  outstanding  balance 

of  £8,274.  i I 

II.  — Crowthorne  and  Sandhurst. — 

As  mentioned  in  the  Report  for  1912  (page  78),  a scheme  of 
sewerage  for  the  parishes  of  Crowdiorne  and  Sandhurst  is  in  hand. 
The  whole  of  the  area  to  be  dealt  with  in  these  two-  parishes  has 
been  surveyed,  and  the  preliminary  report  of  the  Civil  Engineer 
(Mr.  Howard  Flumphreys,  of  28,  Victoria  Street,  Westminster) 
approved  by  the  District  Council,  who  are  now  awaiting  the  Public 
Enquiry  by  the  Local  Government  Board  before  proceeding  with 
the  works.  ' ' 1 

III.  — Binfield. — 

Towards  the  end  of  1907,  reports  on  the  lack  of  proper  means 
of  disposing  of  slops,  waste  water,  &c.,  in  the  village  of  Binfield 
were  made  by  the  then  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (the  late  Dr.  W. 
T.  G.  Woodforde),  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  (Mr.  Yorke),  and 
one  of  the  local  medical  practitioners. 

These  reports  arose  in  connection  with  an  oufbreak  of 
Diphtheria  which  had  occurred  there  a short  time  previously.  A 
special  committee  was  appointed  in  January,  1908,  to  consider  these 
reports  and  determine  how  the  condition  complained  of  could  be 
remedied.  The  two  main  proposals  considered  were  (1)  Improving 
the  water  supply  by  substituting  a supply  from  the  mains  of  the 
Wokingham  Water  Company  which  serves  that  district  ; (2) 
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Instituting  a dry  scavenging  service  so  tkat  the  gardens  would  be 
relieved  tO'  some  extent  and  therefore  better  able  to  take  tlie  slops, 
&c.,  distributed  on  them.  Apparently  no  attempt  was  made  at  that 
time  to  deal  with  the  main  question  of  disposal  of  sewage,  and'  the 
only  proposal  subsequently  carried  out  was  that  of  altering  the 
water  supply. 

In  1913,  following  complaints  as  to  the  foul  state  of  certain 
gardens  and  neighbouring  ditches,  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and 
Medical  Olficer  of  Health  made  a detailed  inspection  of  the  village 
and  other  cottages  near  by.  A lengthy  report  was  submitted  toi  the 
District  Council  in  March,  from  which  it  appeared  that  there  were 
(1)  Some  38  cottages  where  the  gardens  were  either  toO'  small  to 
deal  with  a reasonable  quantity  of  slops  or  were  so  made  up  with 
ashes  and  refuse  as  to'  be  unfit  for  this  purpose  ; (2)  Some  29 
cottages  where  slops,  &c.,  are  thrown  into  open  holes  in  the  garden 
(locally  known  as  "guzzle-holes”)  or  else  allowed  to  run  down  the 
garden  and  form  foul-smelling  accumulations  in  a neighbiouring  ditch 
or  field  ; (3)  Some  23  cottages  where  the  gardens  were  of  sufficient 
size  and  suitably  attended  to,  but  owing  to  the  clayey  nature  of  the 
soil,  waste  water  thrown  on  them  lay  in  poiols  for  a long  time, 
especially  in  wet  weather. 

The  recommendations  made  in  the  report  were  (1)  A general 
sewerage  system  for  that  locality  ; (2)  A cesspool  system  provided 
the  District  Council  undertook  periodic  emptying  ; and'  (3)  Small 
filter  beds  such  as  are  used  in  connection  with  isolated  institutions, 
to  deal  with  the  drainage  from  groups  of  cottages. 

A special  Committee  was  appointed  to  consider  this  report. 
After  carefully  discussing  the  matter,  it  was  acknowledged  that 
recommendation  (3)  was  impracticable,  and  that  recommendation 
(1)  would  probably  prove  too  costly  having  regard  to  the  fact  that 
the  cottages  are  scattered  over  a considerable  area  and  are  mostly 
of  low  rateable  value.  Before  adopting  recommendation  (2)  a sub- 
committee was  appointed  to  enquire  into'  the  working  of  similar 
methods  of  sewage  disposal  at  Beaconsheld,  Feltham  and  Rochester, 
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The  sub-committee  reported  very  unfavourably  on  this  system,  arid 
further  enquiries  locally  showed  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  carry 
it  out  satisfactorily  at  a reasonable  cost.  The  Committee,  therefore, 
determined  to  proceed  with  a general  sewerage  scheme,  and  Mr. 
Howard  Humphreys,  who  is  the  Engineer  for  the  Crowthorne  and 
Sandhurst  scheme,  was  engaged  to  survey  the  district  and  issue  a 
preliminary  report. 

HOUSING. 

The  estimated  number  of  dwelling-houses  in  this  district  is 
3,842,  of  which  about  1,547  are  within  the  limit  of  rent  stated  in 
Section  14  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c.  Act,  1909,  that  is 
to  say  £16  per  annum,  or  approximately  6/-  per  week.  Rents 
vary  considerably  in  the  different  localities,  but  for  a cottage  con- 
taining three  bedrooms  the  lowest  rent  is  about  4/6  per  week 
(inclusive  of  rates)  up  to  6/6  or  even  10/-. 

In  Bracknell  village  rates  are  more  than  in  the  other  parts 
(Special  Drainage  Rate — ^2/4  in  the  £),  consequently  rents  are 
higher.  In  Sandhurst  there  is  a large  demand  for  cottages  as  there 
is  an  ever-increasing  ipopulation  in  connection  with  the  Royal 
Military  College.  This  demand  has  been  met  by  the  developing  of 
an  estate,  so  xiiat  practically  a new  village  has  been  built  within 
the  last  12  years  or  so.  This  new  village  is  known  locally  as 
“College  Town.  ” In  the  last  three  years  the  number  of  new 
buildings  there  has  dropped  from  about  20  per  annum  to  four  or 
five  in  the  same  period.  (See  table  below). 

The  population  in  this  locality  is  distinctly  migratory  in  char- 
acter, so  that  at  times  there  is  an  excessive  demand  for  housing 
accommodation,  although,  on  the  whole,  there  are  quite  sufficient 
houses  to  satisfy  the  permanent  portion  of  the  population. 

Very  few  small  dwellings  fit  for  occupation  are  to  be  seen 
vacant  in  any  part  of  the  district,  showing  that  there  is  general 
demand  for  cottages.  The  Census  returns  for  1911  show  that  there 
are  fewer  empty  houses  in  this  than  in  neighbouring  districts,  the 
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comparative  iFigures  being  Easthamp stead  R.D. — 4'8^/o  vacant; 
Maidenhead  U.  D. — S'd^/o;  Windsor  R.D. — 6‘7^/o;  Cookham 
R.D.^ — 11  *50/0.  These  figures  apply  to  all  classes  of  dwellings, 
so  that  they  can  hardly  be  taken  as  an  index  of  the  state  of  housing 
for  the  working  classes.  The  most  acute  demand  for  working-class 
houses  :is  in  the  ecclesiastical  parish  of  Cranbiourne,  which  is 
partly  fm  the  civil  parishes  of  Wmkfield,  Sunninghill  and  Old 
Windsor,  land  tliis,  it  should  be  noted,  is  ouie  of  the  districts  in 
which  there  has  been  a large  decrease  in  the  population. 

There  also  appears  to  be  considerable  demand  for  cottages  in 
Bmfield  parish,  but  without  a special  survey  of  the  district  it  is 
difficult  to  arrive  at  definite  conclusions,  as  general  statements  of 
persons  acquainted  with  the  locality  are  apt  to  be  misleading.

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HOUSING,  TOWN  PLANNING,  &c.  ACT,  1909. 

The  district  chiefly  dealt  with  during  1913  was  the  parish  of 
Sandhurst,  but  a few  premises  in  the  parishes  of  Crowthorne  and 
Warfield  were  also  included. 

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  makes  the  routine  inspections  and 
records  the  results  in  a register.  All  premises  where  major  defects 
are  found,  or  where  the  question  of  applying  Section  17  of  the  Act 
arises  are  visited  and  inspected  by  the  Medical  Oflioer  of  Health 
previous  to  the  representation  being  laid  before  the  District  Council. 
Minor  defects  are  dealt  with  by  preliminary  notices  which  are 
reported  to  the  Council.  In  no.  case  have  any  of  the  representations 
made  to  the  Council  been  rejected  or  deferred,  and  there  have 
been  no  appeals  to  the  Local  Government  Board  against  any  action 
taken  by  the  Council.

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In  connection  with  tlie  working  of  this  Act,  the  paving  of 
back  yards,  &c.,  in  the  parish  of  Sandhurst  has  not  been  pressed, 
as,  when  the  house  connections  are  made  on  the  completion  of  the 
system  of  Sewerage,  it  would  involve  the  landlords  in  an  extra 
expense.  Four  Houses  in  Crowthorne  were  dealt  with  at  the 

owners’  request,  the  larders  under  the  staircases  being  plastered, 

« 

and  in  twO'  cases  extra  ventilation  was  provided  by  means  of 
additional  windows  being  provided.  The  places  were  also  put  in  a 
general  state  O'f  repair.  In  the  parish  of  Warfield  two  houses  were 
also  renovated,  the  roof  being  stripped  and  re-tiled,  the  guttering 
fixed  and  drains,  &c.,  put  in  order.  One  house  in  Hazlewood  Lane 
which  was  damp,  has  had  a damp  course  inserted,  and  a small 
bedroom  will  be  pulled  down  and  a larger  one  built,  which  will  be 
a great  improvement. 

In  dealing  with  matters  under  this  Act,  a large  amount  of 
writing  and  interviewing  owners,  agents  and  builders  is  necessary, 
and  considering  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  by  the  owners  and 
also  the  way  in  which  it  has  been  done,  it  is  satisfactory  tO'  note 
that  very  little  difficulty  has  been  experienced. 

Much  appreciation  is  shown  by  the  various  occupiers  of  the 
premises  dealt  with  for  the  better  condition  of  their  dwellings  when 
the  work  is  completed. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

Very  few  premises  in  this  district  come  under  the  definition  of 
“Factory  ” as  given  in  this  Act.  A list  of  such  premises  will  be 
found  in  the  Report  for  1912,  page  82,  and  need  not  be  repeated 
here.  Laundries  form  the  chief  proportion  of  “Workshops”  and 
“Workplaces”  as  defined  in  the  Act,  the  others  are  specified  in 
Table  V.  in  the  Appendix  of  this  Report.  The  usual  visits  of 
inspection  were  paid  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  the  only 
important  defects  found  were  in  connection  with  the  burning  of 
refuse  at  a Brick  Works,  stoves  not  properly  protected  at  two 
Laundries,  and  two  cases  of  want  of  separate  closet  accommodation 
for  the  sexes.  . , ' > . '

BAKEHOUSES,  COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES'  AND 
SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  were  27  Bakehouses  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of 
1913,  one  havmg  been  given  op  since  1912.  Ail  were  inspected,  and 
no  defects  calling  for  comment  were  found. 

Registered  Cowsheds  numbered  57,  the  same  as  for  1912. 
The  condition  of  these  has  improved  considerably  as  regards  clean- 
liness, but  structurally  many  of  them  are  far  from  satisfactory. 

No  change  is  recorded  in  the  number  of  Dairies  and  Milkshops 
from  the  previous  year,  there  being  18  of  the  former  and  4 of  the 
latter.  All  were  in  good  order  at  the  time  of  inspection. 

Eight  Slaughterhouses — all  private  premises — are  on  the 
Register.  As  a general  rule  they  are  kept  reasonably  clean  and  in 
good  order.  Some  difhculty  is  found,  especially  in  Crowthorne,  in 
getting  rid  of  the  waste  water  and  washings,  but  when  the  sewerage 
system  is  in  operation  this  will  be  obviated.

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds  (Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 
Act,  1885,  Section  9 (2),  sanctioned  in  1901,  , 
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New  Streets  and  Buildings  (Public  Plealth  Act,  1875, 
Section  157)  sanctioned  in  1898,  also  additions  and  amendments 
sanctioned  in  1900. 

Also  Regulations  of  the  District  Council  relating  to 
Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops,  made  pursuant  to  tbe 
Orders  of  that  name  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board, 
1885-1899,  which  took  effect  as  from  1900,  and  Regulations  for 
connecting  private  drains  with  sewers  in  the  Bracknell  Special 
Drainage  Area,  dated  May,  1913. 

For  some  years  past  the  old  series  of  Bye-Laws  relating  to 
New  Buildings  have  been  considered  too  restrictive  in  certain 
respects  and  not  suitable  for  modern  requirements  in  others.  During 
the  past  year  a Sub-Committee,  specially  appointed  for  the  purpose, 
met  at  frequent  intervals  tO'  draw  up  a new  series  which  would  be 
more  serviceable. 

The  labours  of  this  Committee  are  now  finished  and  the  final 
draft  is  awaiting  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

INSPECTOR  OF  NUISANCES. 

Mr.  Charles  Yorke  was  first  appointed  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
for  this  district  in  February,  1905,  the  appointment  being  renewed 
from  time  to  time,  but  is  now  made  permanent. 

He  al  so  holds  the  office  of  Building  Surveyor,  for  which  a 
separate  salary  is  paid,  and  he  is  the  Officer  designated  to  carry 
out  the  requirements  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c.  Act, 
1909,  as  specified  in  Article  I.  (3)  of  the  Housing  Regulations  of 
2nd  September,  1910. 

He  is  provided  with  a separate  office  in  the  Council’s  building 
at  Bracknell  and  is  allowed  the  use  of  a telephone  and  clerical 
assistance. 

The  following  is  his  Report  for  1913  on  general  Sanitary 
worh  (exclusive  of  that  done  in  pursuance  of  special  Acts,  which 
are  reported  separately).

GENERAL  PHYSICAL 

FEATURES. 

The  district  is  very  irregular  in 

shape.

portions  by  the  Urban  District  of  Windsor.  The  smaller  portion 
lying  to  the  west  of  Windsor  Urban  District,  forms  the  Parish  of 
Clewer  Without.  It  is  bounded  on  the  North  by  the  River  Thames, 
but  the  other  boundaries  are  purely  artificial,  the  Eastern  boundary, 
for  example,  cuts  through  the  mo're  densely  populated  par»t  of 
Clewer,  so  that  portions  of  the  same  streets  are  within  the  Borough 
of  Windsor  while  o'thers  are  within  the  Ruiral  Diistrict.  Old 
Windsor  parish  lies  to  the  South  and  East  of  Windsor  Urban 
District,  while  Sunninghill  and  Sunningdale  project  into  the  East- 
hampstead  Rural  District.  i i 
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Along  tlie  river,  on  the  North  and  East  sides  of  the  district, 
the  soil  is  river-drift  gravel,  further  inland — in  the  parishes  of  Old 
Windsor  and  Clewer — London  Clay  is  found,  while  Sunninghill 
and  Sunningdale  parishes  are  mostly  on  the  Bag'shot  Sands. 

With  the  exception  of  the  parish  of  Clewer  Without,  which  is 
mainly  agricultural  land,  the  rest  of  this  district  is  covered  by 
woods,  private  parks  and  estates.

The  average  annual  total  rainfall  at  Windsor 
so  that  with  the  exception  of  1903,  in  which  the  rainfall  reached 
36*41  inches,  1912  was  the  wettest  year  on  record. 


The  driest  year  at  Windsor  was  1991,  with  a total  rainfall 
of  18*29  inches. 


The  average  number  of  rainy  days — that  is  with  rain  falling 
to  an  appreciable  extent — at  Windsor  is  175  yearly. 


POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District  of  Windsor 
was  estimated  tO'  be  15,633  at  the  middle  of  1913,  and  the  corres- 
ponding estimate  for  1912  was  15,515.  The  estimated  increase  for 
the  year  is  therefore  118,  while  the  natural  increase,  i.e.,  excess 
of  births  over  deaths  is  96,  the  difference — 22 — may  be  taken  as 
an  indicatioin  of  the  excess  of  immigrants  over  emigrants. 
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The  population  enumerated  at  the  Census  of  1911  was  15,370, 
and  at  the  previous  Census  of  1901 — 14,274;  the  actual  increase  in 
the  intervening  ten  years  being  1096.  The  increase  in  this  period 
was  most  marked  in  the  parish  of  Sunninghill,  which  added  615  to 
its  population.  The  increases  la  the  other  parishes  were  respec- 
tively : Clewer  Without  186,  Old  Windsor  167,  and  Sunningdale 
128. 

In  the  month  of  June  there  is  a large  influx  of  visitors  in  the 
parish  of  Sunninghill  on  account  of  the  attractions  of  Ascot  Race 
week,  the  famous  race-course  being  situated  in  that  parish.  The 
statistics  given,  however,  refer  only  to  residents  and  do  not  include 
the  visiting  population.

BIRTHS. 


The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  1913  as  having 
taken  place  in  this  district  amounted  to  295,  of  which  274  were 
legitimate  and  22  illegitimate. 

These  numbers,  however,  have  to  be  ''corrected”  by  adding 
the  births  in  families  of  residents  which  took  place  outside  the 
district  and  subtracting  those  of  children  whose  mothers  were  but 
temporary  residents.  The  former  numbered  one  and  the  latter 
twelve,  so  that  the  nett  correction  is  minus  eleven,  and  the  nett  total 
number  285. 

This  gives  a Met  Sirth  Rate  of  18*2S  which  is  slightly 
higher  than  the  corresponding  rate  for  1912,  but  lower  than  the 
average  for  the  past  ten  years  (see  Table  A.  page  153). 

Of  the  22  illegitimate  births,  10  are  transferable  tO'  other 
districts  for  the  reason  stated  above,  leaving  12  to  be  credited  to 
Windsor  Rural  District.  This  represents  a pcircentage  of  4‘21 
of  the  nett  number  of  births,  or  a rate  of  O' 77  per  thousand  of 
estimated  population.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1912  are 
3-68  o/o  and  O' 63  per  thousand  respectively. 

At  Crimp  Hill  House  (Poor  Law  Institution)  there  were  12 
births,  of  which  four  were  legitimate  and  eight  illegitimate.  Six 
of  the  latter  do  not  belong  to  the  district  and  are  therefore  excluded 
from  the  nett  numbers  given  in  the  tables.

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DEATHS. 

The  gross  number  of  Deaths  reg'istered  during  1913  as  having 
taken  place  in  this  district  amounts  to  190 — an  increase  of  15  on  the 
number  for  1912. 

A correction  has  to  be  made  for  non-residents  dying  in  the 
district — of  which  there  wmre  37 — and  for  residents  dying  elsewhere 
the  latter  numbering  36,  so  that  the  nett  correction  is  minus  1. 

The  net  number  of  deaths  is  therefore  189,  which  gives  cS 
Net  Death  Rate  oi  12*09  per  1000  of  estimated  population. 
This  figure  is  somewhat  higher  than  that  for  1912,  which  was 
10*31,  and  it  is  also  slightly  higher  than  the  average  for  the 
preceding  ten  years — 11*49.  The  increase,  curiously  enough,  is 
almost  entirely  made  up  of  femiales.  In  1912  there  were  160 
deaths,  of  which  68  were  females,  while  in  1913  there  were  92 
out  of  a itotal  of  189. 

The  only  fatal  disease  in  which  there  is  a marked  increase  is 
Cancer,  and  here  again  the  increase  is  on  the  female  side.  In 
1912  there  were  12  deaths  from  this  cause,  two  being  femaleis, 
while  in  1913  there  were  24  deaths,  of  which  16  were  females. 
Fourteen  persons  died  of  Phthisis  (Consumption)  and  four  from 
other  tuberculous  diseases.  Heart  disease  accounted  for  19  deaths, 
and  affections  of  the  Lungs  (Bronchitis,  Pneumoinia,  etc.)  for  22. 
Of  these  last,  14  died  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  and  in  the 
other  quarters  3,  1,  and  4 respectively.  There  were  8 deaths  from 
Bright’s  Disease  of  the  Kidney,  and  3 from  diseases  of  the  Liver. 
Excluding  Phthisis,  there  were  only  two  deaths  from  notifiable 
infectious  diseases,  viz.,  a case  of  Erysipelas  following  an  accident, 
and  one  of  Diphtheria.  There  were  7 cases  of  violent  dea,th, 
including  2 of  suiciide,  4 of  the  remaining  5 were  due  to  drowning

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INQUESTS  AND  UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS. 

There  were  two  deaths  tlie  cause  of  which  was  not  certihed' 
by  a medical  practitiiooer  nor  by  a Co(roner  'a,fter  holding  an 
inquest.  One  was  that  of  a newly-born  female  infant  which  was 
found  dead  m a wood  at  South  Ascot,  and  the  other  of  a male 
aged  60  years  who  was  said  to  have  died  of  'Regeneration  of  the 
heart  and  arteries.” 

Fifteen  inquests  were  held  in  respiect  of  residents  of  this 
district,  three  being  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  while  eight  of 
the  remainder  were  over  60  years.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  among  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
aro^ounted  to  25.  This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
of  87 “72  or,  in  other  words,  the  death  rate  among  infants  under 
a year  old  was  in  the  proportion  of  87*72  for  every  thousand  born. 
This  does  not  compare  favourably  with  the  corresponding  rate  for 
last  year,  which  was  59*92  per  thousand,  nor  with  the  average 
rate  for  the  past  ten  years,  which  is  72*51.  In  fact,  the  present 
rate  has  only  twice  been  exceeded  m that  period,  namely  in  1904, 
when  it  stood  at  100*29,  and  in  1906,  when  it  was  92*31. 

Five  infants  died  before  they  were  a week  old,  and  two  more 
before  the  end  of  a fortnight,  the  causes  of  death  being  Premature 
Birth,  Malformations,  or  Congenital  Weakness.  One  infant  died 
of  Congenital  Syphilis  within  a month  of  birth. 
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Of  the  17  infants  who  survived  the  first  month  of  life,  but 
died  before  the  end  of  the  year,  6 died  of  affections  of  the  stomach 
or  bowels,  3 of  affections  of  the  lungs,  1 from  Measles,  1 from 
Whooping  Gougih,  1 from  Tuberculosis,  1 from  Suffocation,  1 from 
Malformation,  2 from  “Wasting,”  and  2 from  other  causes. 

The  comparative  mortality  among  the  legitimate  and  illegitimate 
infants  is  23  deatlhs  out  of  273  birtilis  in  the  former  group 
(8‘79^/o)  and  2 deaths  out  of  12  birchs  in  the  latter  (16’67*^/o).

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  twelve  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  during  the  year,  of  which  five  were  removed  tO'  the  Isolation 
Flospital  at  Maidenhead  and  one  to  the  London  Fever  Flospital. 
All  the  cases  ended  in  recovery.  In  no  instance  W|a;s  there  a 
second  case  in  the  same  house,  in  fact,  the  whole  twelve  caseip 
appear  to  be  sporadic  in  nature,  and  in  no  way  connected  with  each 
other.  It  will  b e seen  from  the  foregoing  table  that  the  number  of 
cases  of  this  disease  for  1913  is  one- third  of  the  average  for  the 
preceding  five  years. 

Diphtheria. — Four  cases  were  notified,  of  which  twO'  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Maidenhead.  One  of  the  cases 
nursed  at  home  died,  while  the  other  three  recovered.  There  was 
no  apparent  connectioa  between  the  cases  notified,  but  in  one 
instance  there  is  a suggestive  history  of  recent  inteir-communication 
between  one  of  the  notified  cases  and  a family  in  which  two 
children  died  within  a short  time  of  each  other  of  “septic  sore 
throat.”  , I 
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Enteric  Fever  (Typhoid). — One  case  was  notified  from  a 
Boarding  House  connected  with  a School.  The  patient  had  recent- 
ly returned  from  home  m Devonshire  and  was  ailing  at  the  time  of 
return,  there  is  therefore  strong  evidence  that  the  case  was  imported. 

Erysipelas. — There  were  five  cases  notified,  one  of  which 
ended  fatally,  the  patient — a man  of  85  years — shaving  contracted 
this  disease  after  an  injury  to  the  head. 

Tuberculosis  (Consumption). — Thirty-two  cases  were  notified 
in  pursuance  of  the  regulation  which  came  in  force  bin  the  first  of 
February,  1913,  and  3 in  the  month  of  January  preceding  that  date, 
making  a total  of  35  for  the  whole  year. 

Of  these,  24  were  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  11  other  forms 
of  this  disease. 

Sixteen  of  the  Pulmonary  cases  received  treatment  for  a longfer 
or  shorter  period  at  various  Hospitals,  Sanatoria  or  Convalescent 
H omes  as  detailed  below,  and  8 of  the  non-pulmonary  received 
similar  treatment. 

Five  cases  were  in  receipt  of  home  benefits  (special  diet)  under 
the  National  Insurance  Act,  and  one  was  provided  with  a shelter.

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Altliiougli  the  notification  of  ali  cases  of  Tuberculosis  became 
compulsory  from  the  first  of  February,  1913,  it  is  evident  that  there 
are  many  cases  under  treatment  by  private  practitioners  which  are 
not  notified. 

For  example  there  were,  during  the  past  year  14  deaths  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  4 deaths  from  other  forms  of  tuber- 
culosis, while  among  the  35  cases  notified  there  were  but  5 deaths. 
Assuming  that  there  is  the  same  ratio  of  deaths  in  the  two  groups,  the 
number  of  notifications  for  the  year  should  have  been  about  156. 
Again,  the  interval  between  the  dates  of  notification  and  death  in 
the  five  cases  mentioned  above,  was  very  short,  being  respectively 
2,  9,  21,  51,  and  101  days,  thereby  showing  that  the  cases  had 
not  been  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Flealth  “within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  first  becoming  aware  that  such  person  is  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis,”  as  required  by  Article  VI.  of  the  Genera! 
Order  dated  lOth  December,  1912.

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NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  only  indications  of  the  prevalence  of  the  various  diseases 
in  this  group  are  those  obtained  from  the  local  Registrars’  Death- 
Returns  and  the  lists  of  infectious  diseases  in  Schools  as  given  by 
the  head  teachers. 

The  following  comments  are  based  on  information  from  these 
sources.  ' 

Measles. — This  disease  was  Iparticularly  prevalent  in  the 
parishes  of  Sunniinghill  and  Suniningdale  about  Easter,  1913.  In 
consequence,  several  schools  were  cloiseid  for  periods  of  2 to  7 
weeks  as  shown  in  the  table  below.  There  were  two  deaths  from 
this  cause  in  the  course  of  the  year,  bioih  of  children  under  2 
years  of  age  and  both  in  the  parish  of  Sunninghill. 

Whooping  Cough. — Almost  the  same  remarks  apply  to 
Whooping  Cough,  which  was  prevalent  in  the  same  districts  about 
the  same  time.  One  death,  that  of  an  infant  of  5 months,  occurred 
in  the  parish  of  Sunningdale. 

Chicken-pox. — Altogether  35  cases  were  notified  from  Schools, 
most  of  these  being  in  Sunningdale  parish  and  a few  in  Olid 
Windsor. 

Mumps. — Only  one  case  was  notified  in  the  course  of  the 
year,  and  that  was  from  a School  in  Old  Windsor  parish. 

The  Table  below  gives  the  numbers  of  Scholars  excluded 
from  School  on  account  of  the  diseases  mentioned  above  and  also 
those  excluded  for  the  presence  of  infectious  illness  in  the  home, 
i.e.,  “contacts.”

PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

In  all  cases  after  tlie  occurrence  of  a notifiable  infectious 
disease,  disinfection  of  premises  by  means  of  formic  fumigation  is 
carried  out.  This  also  applies  to  fatal  cases  of  Phthisis  and  home- 
treated  cases  where  disinfection  is  considered  advisable.  Liquid 
disinfectant  is  supplied  free  for  soaking  clothingl,  &c.,  and  in  the 
case  of  bedding,  which  cannot  be  satisfactorily  dealt  with  in  this 
manner,  it  is  destroyed  and  replaced  by  similar  articles  purchased 
by  the  District  Council. 

The  District  Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Plealth,  made  arrangements  in  October  last  with  the 
Clinical  Research  Association,  London,  for  examination  of  Swabs 
for  Diph  theria.  Sputum  for  Tubercle  and  Blood  for  Typhoid. 
Each  practitioner  in  the  district  has  been  supplied  with  an  outfit 
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•for  collecting  and  transmitting  these  specimens  by  post,  and  during 
the  time  this  arrangement  has  been  in  operation  the  following  ex- 
aminations have  been  made  up  to  the  end  of  1913. — 

Swabs  for  Diphtheria. — Five  specimens  were  sent  up  for 
bacteriological  examination,  each  Vv^ith  a negative  result. 

Sputum  for  Tubercle. — Two  specimens  were  sent  up  for 
examination.  One  showed  Tubercle  Bacilli  present  in  considerable 
numbers,  and  the  other  gave  a negative  result. 

Blood  for  Typhoid. — No  specimens  were  sent. 

In  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria,  the  District  Council 
is  prepared  to  supply  Antitoxin  gratis  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  also  pay  a small  fee  to  medical 
practitioners  for  taking  swabs  of  contacts. 

ISOLATION  OF  PATIENTS. 

The  District  Coimcil  possesses  a corrugated  iron  hospital  for 
Small-pox  patients  and  an  ambulance  situated  at  Ham  Fields  near 
the  Thames,  in  the  parish  of  Old  Windsor,  which  is  available  for 
cases  in  any  part  of  the  district. 

Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria  which  occur  in  the 
Parish  of  Old  Windsor  may  be  received  into  the  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Egham.  This  arrangement  applies  only  to  Old  Windsor  and  is 
specifically  provided  for  in  a deed  of  gift  of  a piece  of  land  given 
by  the  late  Baron  Schrceder  to  the  Egham  Urban  District  Council 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  an  Isolation  Hospital  thereon. 

An  agreement  has  been  made  with  the  Corporation  of  Maiden- 
head to  receive  into  their  Isolation  Hospital  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
or  Diphtheria  from  any  of  the  other  parishes.  During  the  past  year 
five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  two  of  Diphtheria  were  accommo- 
dated there.  Similar  cases  occurring  in  the  Flomes  under  the 
control  of  the  Sisterhood  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  at  Clewer  are 
usually  sent  by  them  as  private  patients  tO'  the  London  Fever 
Hospital.  One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  which  occurred  in  a Home 
last  year  was  thus  dealt  with. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  the  Report  for  1911  (page  68)  a table  was  given  sbowlng 
the  chief  water  supplies  in  this  district.  As  shown  in  that  table, 
the  South-West  Suburban  Water  Company  supplies  a considerable 
portion  of  the  district,  and  until  recently  both  chemical  and  bacterio- 
logical analyses  of  the  water  supplied  by  that  Company  were  far 
from  satisfactory.  Since  the  installation  of  a new  purifying  plant 
(chlorinating  process)  at  their  works  at  Staines  the  analyses  of 
samples  taken  from  service  pipes  have  sliown  a considerable  im- 
provement. 

Further  remarks  on  water  supplies  will  be  found  in  the  Report 
for  1912  (page  102)  and  in  the  Report  for  1913  of  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisances  on  page  173. 

DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

The  District  Council  undertakes  periodic  removal  of  dry  house 
refuse  in  the  parishes  of  Clewer  Without,  Sunninghill,  and  Sunning- 
dale,  but  not  in  Old  Windsor.  The  Schemes  for  dry  Scavenging 
in  these  parishes  were  inaugurated  in  1912,  and  are  briefly 
described  in  the  Annual  Report  for  that  year  (page  103  et  seq.) 
The  work  begun  then  has  been  continued  throughout  the  past  year, 
and  each  month  has  seen  an  addition  to  the  number  of  places  of 
call.  . ' 

Many  old  accumulations  in  back  lanes  and  out-of-the-way 
places— particularly  in  Clewer^ — have  been  cleared  up,  the  cost 
being  defrayed  by  the  District  Council.  In  this  parish  it  may  be 
mentioned,  the  work  is  carried  out  by  contract,  the  contractor 
supplying  the  necessary  men,  horses,  implements  and  vehicles.  In 
Sunninghill  and  Sunningdale,  the  work  is  done  by  the  Council’s  own 
men  and  plant. 

With  the  facilities  afforded  for  weekly  removal  of  refuse  there 
is  no  excuse  now  for  unsightly  and  disgusting  heaps  to  accumulate 
in  yards,  gardens  and  back  lanes  as  in  past  years.  Although  the 
better  class  tenants  appreciate  the  value  of  regular  dry- 
scavenging, it  must  be  admitted  that  a considerable  portion  of  the 
tenants  whose  premises  are  most  in  need  of  the  service,  still  prefer 
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to  throw  their  rubbish  over  a wall  or  to  scatter  it  across  the  yard. 
When  remonstrated  with,  the  usual  excuse  is  that  they  “have  no 
dustbin.  ’ This  want,  however,  is  soon  remedied,  for  the  Inspector 
of  Nuis  ances  is  particularly  careful  that  every  dwelling  within  the 
scavenged  areas  shall  be  provided  with  a proper  sanitary  dustbin. 
Even  when  this  is  supplied  there  are  a few  who'  seem  to  be  unable 
to  recognise  the  proper  use  of  such  a receptacle.  For  example, 
at  one  house  a new  dustbin  was  seen  to  be  doing  duty  for  a rain- 
water butt  ! At  another,  a child  was  found  playing  “Jack-in-the- 
Box  “ inside  the  bin  with  the  lid  on  its  head  !

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SEWERAGE  AND  WET  SCAVENGING. 

As  yet,  only  the  parish  of  Clewer  is  sewered,  the  sewers  in 
this  case  being  combined  with  those  of  Windsor  Borough. 

The  large  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  parishes  of  Sunning- 
hill  and  Sunningdale  has  now  been  approved  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board.  Towards  the  end  of  1913  the  chief  contracts  for. 
carrying  out  the  scheme  were  completed,  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report  tihe  first  sod  oif  the  new  woirhs  has  been  officially 
“ turned  ” with  due  honours  at  Blacknest.  In  the  meantime  the  site 
of  the  outfall  works  at  Whitmore  Bog  has  been  skilfully  under- 
drained and  a deep  ditch  cut  on  two  sides  so  as  to  prevent  access 
of  subsoil  water  from  the  higher  ground  surrounding  it.  The 
efficacy  of  this  drainage  was  well  seen  in  the  winter  time  when  it 
was  found  possible  to  traverse  practically  the  whole  of  the  site 
which  otherwise  was  usually  a morass  at  that  time  of  the  year. 

A brief  account  of  the  scheme  was  given  in  the  Report  for 
1912  (page  105)  and  need  not  be  repeated  here. 

Until  the  projected  sewerage  system  is  in  operation  the  District 
Council,  under  compulsion  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  has 
undertaken  wet  scavenging  {i.e.,  removal  of  contents  of  cesspools, 
privies  and  earth  closets)  in  the  parishes  of  Sunninghill  and 
Sunningdale.  During  1913  the  contents  of  1044  cesspools  were 
dealt  with.  No  less  ffian  2,057  loads  were  taken  away  in  specially 
constructed  tank  vans  and  distributed  on  cultivated  land,  or  disposed 
of  in  lagoons  and  covered  over  v/ith  soil  on  Ascot  Heath.  In 
addition  to  these  2,057  loads  large  quantities  of  sewage  were 
pumped  out  of  cesspools  and  distributed  on  cultivated  land  in  their 
vicinity.  Forty-five  privies  v/ere  emptied  during  the  year,  and 
every  week  an  average  number  of  769  earth  closet  pails  and  tubs 
were  dealt  with.  The  cost  of  this  work  amjounted^in  round 
figures — to  £1,160  for  the  year. 
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HOUSING. 

The  question  of  sufficiency  of  housing  accommodation  for  the 
labouring  classes  in  this  district  is  one  which  has  dropped  up 
frequently  in  the  past  year,  especially  in  connection  with  the  work 
carried  out  in  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  the  Housing,  Town 
Planning,  etc.  Act  of  1909. 

Without  a specific  survey  of  the  district  it  is  impossible  to^  say 
definitely  whether  the  scarcity  of  cottages  is  such  that  it  is  time  for 
the  District  Council  to  take  steps  for  supplying  the  deficiency.  It 
is  true  that  cottages  with  three  fair- sized  bedrooms  at  a ren  tal 
of  5/  - or  under  are  very  scarce.  In  the  newer  parts  of  Clewer,  in 
Sunninghill  and  Sunningdale  the  usual  rentals  are  about  6/6  per 
week,  while  those  at  a lower  figure  are  old  dwiellings  which  are 
not  in  a good  state  of  repair.  When  these  older  dwellings  are  put 
in  good  order  in  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  the  Housing, 
Town  Planning,  etc.  Act  (1909)  there  is  generally  an  increase  in 
the  rent  of  from  3d.  to  1/-  per  week,  so  that  each  year  there  are 
fewer  dwellings  to  be  had  at  a rental  within  the  means  of  the 
labouring  classes. 

No  exact  figures  are  available  to  show  how  many  houses  there 
are  vacant  which  would  be  suitable  for  this  class,  nor  how  long 
such  a house  stands  empty.  From  casual  observation  in  the  course 
of  visits  to  the  district  it  seems  that  there  are  few,  if  any,  such 
vacant  for  more  than  a week  or  two  at  a time. 
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A statement  of  the  dwelling  houses  built  in  each  parish  for 
the  past  five  years  is  given  in  the  table  below. — '

HOUSING,  TOWN  PLANNING,  &c.  ACT,  1909. 

During  the  year,  63  dwellings  were  dealt  with  under  the 
Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c.  Act,  1909.  Seven  of  these  were 
found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  were,  on  the  represen- 
tation of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  closed  by  Order  of  the 
Council.  Nos.  1,  2 and  3,  Wooden  Huts,  Clewer  Fields,  after 
closure,  were  voluntarily  demolished  by  the  owner,  who  also 
temporarily  closed  Nos.  1 to  5,  April  Cottages,  Clewer  Fields, 
v/nilst  effecting  the  repairs  required  by  Notices  served  under 
Section  15.  Two  other  cottages  in  Clewer  Fields,  2 at  Clewer 
New  Town,  and  1 at  Laurel  Avenue,  Simningliill,  were  made  fit 
for  human  habitation  and  re-opened  after  closure.

Urban  Powers  under  Private  Streets  Works  Act,  1892  were 
conferred  by  Orders  dated  19th  May,  1898,  12th  June,  1906,  9tb 
December,  1907,  and  6th  October,  1908. 

Bye-Laws  relating  to  : — 

New  Streets  and  Buildings  made  under  Section  157  of  the 
Public  Flealth  Act  of  1875.  These  were  sanctioned  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  in  1896. 

In  1904  a Special  Bye-Law  relating  to  buildings  of  not  more 
than  one  storey  was  approved.

VETERINARY  INSPECTOR. 

The  District  Council  has  retained  the  services  of  Mr.  James 
Webb,  F.R.C.V.S.,  of  Windsor,  to  act  as  Veterinary  Inspector. 

On  his  work  as  such  he  reports  as  follows  : —

Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Sir, 

In  submitting  to  you  my  Report  for  last  year’s  inspection  of 
the  Udders  of  Cows,  from  which  the  milk  supply  of  this  district 
is  chiefly  obtained^  I have  pleasure  in  stating  that,  in  no  instance. 
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had  I reason  for  suspecting  the  existence  of  tubercular  lesions  in 
any  of  them.  I noticed  a few  cases  of  ordinary  mammitis  in  newly- 
calved  heifers,  which  is  of  common  occurrence;  also  non-tubercular 
induration  of  one  quarter  of  the  udder  in  a few  old  cows. 

Tuberculous  disease  of  the  udder  is  now,  I find,  rarely  present 
at  my  periodical  inspections;  and  it  affords  me  much  satisfaction 
to  be  able  to  state  that  owners  of  dairy  cows  readily  co-operate 
with  me  in  the  endeavour  to  minimise,  and  it  is  hoped,  eventually 
eradicate,  all  forms  of  disease  calculated  to  taint  the  public  milk 
supply.

INSPECTOR  OF  NUISANCES. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Burch,  who  holds  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal 
Sanitary  Institute,  was  first  appointed  Inspector  of  Nuisances  for 
this  district  in  1903. 

H e is  also  the  Officer  designated  to  carry  out  inspections  of 
houses,  under  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  as 
required  by  Article  I.  (3)  of  the  Housing  Regulations  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  dated  2nd  September,  1910. 

The  office  of  Surveyor  of  Buildings  is  not  combined  with  that 
of  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  but  is  held  by  the  District  Surveyor. 

No  office  accommodation  or  telephone  is  provided',  and  tlie 
only  allowance  made  other  than  the  cost  of  postages  and  offtbq 
requisites  is  a season  ticket  for  use  on  the  Lomidion  and  Sou/tH 
Western  Railway,  which  runs  through  part  of  the  district.  Most 
of  the  visits  of  inspection  are  made  by  the  officer  on  foot.

Sir, 

I beg  tO'  submit  lierewifli  a Report  of  the  work  effected  by  me 
as  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Windsor  Rural  Sanitary  District  during 
the  year  ended  December  31st,  1913,  exclusive  of  inspections,  &c., 
undertaken  in  carrying  out  the  requirements  of  the  Housing',  Town 
Planning,  3ic.  Act  (1909)  which  are  reported  separately. 

Routine  Inspeciions,  etc. 

During  the  period  under  review  1,203  visits  were  paid  to 
544  different  premises.  There  were  107  house-to-house  inspections, 
of  which  63  were  for  the  purposes  of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning, 
&c.  Act,  1909.  75  Complaints  were  received  and  enquired  into, 

and  391  Nuisances  were  discovered  and  dealt  with  concerning  339 
premises.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
in  any  case.

Water  Supply. 


During  the  year  I have  taken  12  samples  of  water  from  private 
wells — 11  in  the  parish  of  Clewer  Without  and  1 at  South  Ascot. 
The  last  named  proved  on  analysis  to  be  unfit  for  drinking.  As 
the  owner  did  not  comply  with  the  Councii’s  request  to  close  the 
well  and  provide  a good  and  wholesome  supply,  an  application  was 
made  at  the  Windsor  Petty  Sessions  for  an  Order  toi  close  the  well. 
Thi  s was  granted,  v/ith  costs.  The  Order  has  since  been  obeyed 
and  water  laid  on  from  the  Company’s  mains  to^  the  two  houses 
concerned.  , 

In  two  other  cases,  although  the  Analytical  Reports  stated 
that  the  water  was  “passable  for  drinking  purposes,”  and  that  “the 
wells  should  be  cleaned,”  the  owners  elected  to  close  the  wells 
and  provide  supplies  from  the  mains. 

One  sample  taken  at  Clewer  proved  “Unfit,”  and  water  was 
laid  on  from  the  mains. 

The  remaining  8 samples  were  found  |on  analysis  to  be  passable 
for  drinking  purposes. 

“ Main  ” water  has  been  provided  for  6 houses. 

During  a house- to -hiouse  inspection  of  the  dwellings  in  Arthur 
Road,  Clewer,  it  was  found  that  31  premises  were  supplied  with 
water  from  wells.  Six  samples  have  since  been  taken  from  various 
points  in  the  street.  In  each  instance  the  water  was  found  to  be  fit 
for  drinking.

During  tiie  year  the  South-West  Suburban  Water  Company 
have  laid  a new  15 -inch  main  from  their  works  at  Egham  to  the 
Wells  Bridge  at  Sunnirr^hill. 

House  Refuse  Disposal. 

Marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of  back  yards  has  resulted 
from  the  Council’s  institution  of  dry  scavenging  schemes  in  the 
parishes  of  Clewer  Without,  Sunnmghill  and  Sunningdale. 

Excessive  deposits  of  house  refuse  had  accumulated  in  the  lane 
at  the  rear  of  Albert  Place,  Clewer  Green,  and  in  the  lane  at  the 
side  of  the  ‘'Stag  and  Plounds,”  Spital.  The  Council  caused  these 
old  accumulations  to  be  removed  ; the  owners  of  the  adjoining 
properties  were  called  upon  to  provide  proper  Ash  Bins,  and  notices 
were  posted  warning  householders  against  making  such  deposits  in 
the  future. 

76  Ash  Bins  have  been  provided  during  the  year. 

Prwy  Pits  Abolished. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  the  removal  of  excremental 
matter  from  the  cottage  properties  in  Sunninghill  and  Sunningdale, 
a circular  letter  v/as  sent  to  the  owners  of  ail  dwellings  where  the 
old-fashioned  privy-pits  existed,  requesting  them  to  fill  in  the  pits 
and  make  the  necessary  alterations  to  seat,  riser,  floor,  &c.,  the 
Council  to  provide  the  necessary  iron  pails. 

In  this  way  81  privy-pits  were  converted  into  pail  closets. 
Drainage  Reconstructions. 

The  house  drains  of  8 dwellings  at  Clewer  have  been  entirely 
reconstructed  and  provided  with  means  of  disconnection  and  ventila- 
tion. 

Flushing  Cisterns  to  IP^.C’s. 

64  hand-flushed  water  closets  at  Clewer  were  provided  during 
the  year  with  proper  flushing  cisterns,  &c. 

Overcrowding. 

Two  serious  cases  of  overcrowding  were  discovered  in  the 
parish  of  Sunninghill.  Notices  for  abatement  were  served  and 
complied  with. 
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Factories  and  Worhshops  md  Infectious  Diseases. 

Separate  tables  in  tbe  Appendix  of  your  Annual  Report  will 
deal  witli  work  under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  and 
the  Infectious  Disease  Notification  Prevention  Acts,  1889  and  1890. 
With  regard  tO'  the  Infectious  Diseases,  the  Inspector’s  anxieties  as 
to  effective  means  of  isolation  have  been  considerably  lessened  since 
it  has  become  possible  to  remove  all  suitable  cases  to  an  Isolation 
Hospital.  The  Council’s  Small-pox  Plospital  and  Ambulance  at 
Old  Windsor  are  kept  in  constant  readiness,  and  quarterly  visits  are 
paid  thereto^  to  see  that  all  is  in  order. 

Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

The  various  premises  concerned  with  Cow-keeping  and  the 
storage  and  distribution  of  milk  have  been  inspected,  and  on  the 
whole  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Bakeries. 

The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  Bakeries  in  the  district.  In  a 
few  instances,  cleansing  and  limewashiing  were  required,  and  the 
necessary  work  was  done  on  request. 

Clerical  Work,  Notices,  etc. 

The  clerical  work  attaching  to  the  office  of  Sanitary  Inspector 
bulks  larger  than  ever.  It  has  a constant  tendency  to  increase,  and 
obviously  militates  against  the  prosecution  of  out-door  work,  i.e., 
the  actual  work  of  inspection,  both  of  an  initial  nature  and  that  of 
work  in  hand  in  compliance  with  notices  served.  During  the  year, 
383  Notices  were  served,  of  which  265  were  informal  and  118 
statutory.  503  letters  were  written,  besides  Reports  to  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Notices  to  Head  Teachers  and  Occupiers  re 
Infectious  Diseases,  various  Returns  for  Local  Government  Board, 
Records  of  Inspections  under  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  8ic.  Act 

1909,  &c.,  &c.
